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Hulett Discounts 
Charge Firemen 
Slow To Arrive 


A charge that it took Elk Grove Village 


firemen 25 minutes to get to the scene of 
hist week's $1 million fire in an industri- 
al blending plant was discounted this 
week by Fire Chief Allen Hulett. 


Addressing the village board Tuesday, 


Hulett said that his car and an ambu- 
l;mce were at the scene of the fire in the 
southeast corner of the village in four 
minutes and 20 seconds. 


John Foster, vice president and co- 


owner of Specialty Coatings Co., where 
the fire occurred, had said it took 25 min- 
utes for firemen to get to the scene while 
the firm's president, Seymour Neems, 
refused to be critical of the fire depart- 
ment. 


Within two minutes after the fire chief 


and ambulance arrived, Hulett said the 
fire engines began to arrive. 


Hulett said he has tape recordings of 


radio conversations that indicate there 
was no delay in responding to the fire 
near Devon Avenue and York-Elmhurst 
Road. 


Hl'LETT SAID that he personally 


monitored the calls for help in his office 
at. 9:55 a.m. and that two minutes later 
while on the way to the scene he had 
radioed for mutual aid. 


Hulett added that the face the one-sto- 


ry structure had skylights in the roof to 
ansorb some of the initial explosion 
"probably saved people from being 
trapped." 


The 12 employes in the building at the 


time of the original explosion which blew 
out the north wall had time to get out 
before the roof collapsed. A series of ex- 
plosions followed as 44,000 gallons of 
flammables went up in flames. 


Three men injured in the blast were 


taken by car to the O'Hare Industrial 
Clinic. 2820 E. Higgins Rd., Elk Grove 
Township, where the most seriously in- 
jured was transferred by private ambu- 
•Innce to Northwest Community Hospital 
in Arlington Heights, according to Hulett. 


He said the man, now in fair condition 


with second and third degree burns, was 
taken to Northwest Community Hospital 
instead of to Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center in Elk Grove Village because that 
is where his doctor wanted him to go. 


Felony Court 
For Village 


Elk Grove Village is going to have a 


felony court beginning in January. 


A branch of the Cook County Circuit 


Court will convene every Wednesday in 
the municipal building to hear felonies, 
misdemeanors and traffic cases from the 
Elk Grove Village area. 


The village currently has a court that 


handles mostly traffic offenses. It meets 
Thursday mornings. 


The only cases in the future that will 


be transferred out of the village will be 
hearings on overweight truck violations 
and jury trials. Most of those cases will 
go to the Des Plaines branch of Circuit 
Court, police said. 


Hulett added that it was fortunate the 


wind was from the southwest the day of 
the fire because if it had been from the 
northwest a large outside storage area 
behind Jansen Wholesale Roofing and 
Supply Co. 2525 American Ln., probably 
would have caught fire. 


Hulett said outside storage there is the 


worst in the village. 


Village Board 
Backs Mental 
Health Center 


A resolution requesting that the Illinois 


Department of Mental Health establish a 
mental health center for Elk Grove and 
Schaumburg townships was adopted 
Tuesday by the Elk Grove Village Board. 


The village board wants the state to 


establish Elk Grove Village Community 
Service, a municipally-funded social ser- 
vice and mental health agency, in exis- 
tence sincd 1966, as the mental health 
center. 


The agency is planning to file an appli- 


cation to the state for funding as a men- 
tal health center. If the funding is ap- 
proved, Community Service may be able 
to double its current $53,600 budget. 


The state has designated Elk Grove 


and Schaumburg townships as a planning 
area that previously included Wheeling 
and Palatine townships. 


The current mental health center in 


the area is in Arlington Heights. Commu- 
nity Service officials contend this center 
cannot adequately meet the demands of 
the four-township area and that it is in a 
position to fill those demands in coordi- 
nation with Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center which would make available its 
facilities. 


IN OTHER business, the board voted 


to 


—Award $22,140 in contracts to the low 


bidders for the purchase and installation 
of a firearms range in the lower level of 
the police station at 901 Wellington Ave. 


—Authorize acceptance of an offer by 


the developer of the Elk Grove Industrial 
Park, south of Devon Avenue and west of 
Hi. Rte. 83, to participate in the purchase 
of a two-million gallon water reservoir. 
The cost to the village is $48,360 while 
the developer, Trammell Crow's share, 
is $87,750. 


—Allocate $1.500 to the health board 


for a health survey. 


—Approve an increase, subject to the 


wage-price freeze, in salary from $16,000 
to $16,800 for Jordan Rosen, executive di- 
rector of Community Service. 


Board members also agreed, in re- 


sponse to a resident's complaint, to per- 
sonally view a possible drainage problem 
being created behind 244 Brookhaven Dr. 
near The Terrace apartments.

Mrs. Intile began a program to allow 


her children to work independently, com- 
ing to her with questions and working in 
small groups when necessary. 


Now, all the first and second graders 


at Byrd School are involved in the same 
kind of program for reading and math. 
Children in each of the classrooms work 
at their own rate of speed. 


The teachers, Mrs. Intile, 
Karen 


O'Brien, Jean Prothe, Jan Bolvin, Vicki 
Logan and Susan Crowson, keep records 
on each child and make sure assign- 
ments are listed on each child's folder so 
he knows what to do next. 


The classrooms now are active places 


where children work alone and in small 
groups with the teacher moving freely 
among them. 


"Sometimes I take a group of children 


who are all on the same story and we 
will sit down and work on it together," 
Mrs. Bolvin said. "This way I have time 
for those students who need more atten- 
tion than the others." 


EACH TEACHER has developed a way 


to keep track of all the children at once 
and they believe they get to know each 
child better than they would in a tradi- 
tional class. 


"When the kids are working individ- 


ually, you can see their characteristics 
better than when they are in part of a 
group," one explained. 


Keeping up with the children requires 


organization, the teachers agreed, and 
said, "you have to keep your eyes open 


all the time and be three or four jumps 
ahead of your fastest child." 


The children, too, must learn to organ- 


ize their time and must realize that work 
progresses in steps, so they don't try to 
jump ahead before they have mastered a 
basic skill. 


After a short time, the teachers said, 


even the first graders master the idea 
that they must work step by step. 


The system also frees the children 


from the pressure of having to work at 
the pace comfortable for a large group. 


"Each child hits a day when he feels 


like 'wow, I'm really going to dig into 
this,' but the whole class isn't going to be 
like that every day," Vicki Logan said. 


WHEN CHILDREN GET out of the 


second grade they will find similar pro- 


grams in the other grades at the school, 
modified to fit different age groups. 


Each day the teachers start out with 


the class for a planning session before 
the children start out to work on their 
individual assignments. 


For first graders, math starts out as a 


large group instruction, the teachers 
said, because "what we are doing is so 
basic.'' Later the first graders will work 
independently on math. 


"It's very exciting to teach this way,'' 


one teacher said. "It's really teaching 
rather than herding a group of kids 
through things in a bunch." 


The students apparently think so too. 


One day Karen O'Brien's second graders 
voluntarily passed up recess so thev 
could continue work on math.

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Welfare Cuts Could Affect 1,000 In Area 


More than 1,000 Northwest suburban 


welfare recipients may feel the economic 
pinch of Gov. Ogilvle's proposed welfare 
cuts, according to Karen Stanley, direc- 
tor of the Northwest Opportunity Center 
in Rolling Meadows. 


Mrs. Stanley said more than 1,000 per- 


sons from seven townships serviced by 
the Northwest Opportunity Center re- 
ceive some form of general assistance 
from Cook County, and will be affected 
by the $6 4 million slash in welfare to the 
county 


A representative of the Northwest Op- 


portunity Center will travel to Spring- 
field Monday to protest the welfare cuts. 
The protest is sponsored by Operation 
Breadbasket, according to Mrs. Stanley. 


Tuesday, the Illinois Supreme Court 


blocked an attempt by the state to cut 


the November general assistance alloca- 
tion for Cook County. The action let 
stand an order Issued Monday in Circuit 
C o u r t temporarily 
forbidding Gov. 


Ogilvie's plan to slash the general assis-' 
tance allocation. 


MRS. 
STANLEY said many of the cen- 


ter's clients receive Medical Assistance 
Non-Grants (MANG), which subsidize 
medical costs to persons working but not 
earning enough to pay for medical ex- 
penses. She said MANG is being dis- 
continued as part of Ogilvie's welfare re- 
ductions. 


She said MANG is being limited to 


emergency medical care and only yearly 
subsidized medical treatment. 


According to Nrothwest Opportunity 


Center reports, 66 persons from Arling- 
ton Heights, 65 from Des Plaines and 37 


persons living in Palatine will be affect- 
ed by the medical payment decreases. 
Each of the other nearby communities 
has about 10 MANG recipients. 


THE NORTHWEST Opportunity Center 


does not receive state funds and will not 
be affected by the proposed public aid 
reduction. Likewise, the townships will 
not lose funds due to the general assis- 
tance cut. 


"I also fear a housing allowance cut," 


she said. The maximum housing allow- 
ance of $135 a month may be reduced to 
$87 a month, according to Mrs Stanley, 
who said persons on welfare simply 
"could not find a place to live here on 
$87 a month " 


Area townships do not provide long- 


term assistance payments but do give 
emergency welfare service usually for 


about 30 days. The resident is then 
placed on the Cook County welfare rolls. 


According to Palatine Township offi- 


cials, about 40 persons received general 
assistance last month, while Wheeling 
township had 85 welfare recipients. 


Elk Grove Township serviced 92 resi- 


dents in October and Maine Township 
110. 


All township welfare funds are obtain- 


ed through taxation and they receive no 
state aid

Suns' system as shown by today's hand.

For Jobs, Keep Tools In Shape 


Neglect probably destroys as many 


tools as misuse. Rust can destroy a tool 
in the long run: it crni also cut down its 
efficiency over the short haul. 


Right now. as you put the garden tools 


away, is the time to make sure they are 
still useful In the spring. Other tools that 
have been sitting in the basement during 
the warm, humid months of summer 
may need cleaning up before you can use 
them. 


Any hardware store carries a variety 


of rust prcventatives. Remember that 
before you can use any of them you must 
remove all existing rust. 


Steel wool and emery cloth are your 


chief tools in cleaning up rusty surfaces. 
Use steel wool on small and irregular 
surfaces; emery cloth over large, flat 
surfaces. 


Steel wool will cut through the rust fas- 


ter with the application of a few drops 
of oil either to the steel wool or to the 
rusty surface. 


THERE 
ARE 
COMMERCIAL rust 


removers that work well for light accu- 
mulations of rust. In every case, follow 


the manufacturer's instructions. Ammo- 
nium citrate, available in most drug- 
stores, is sometimes used to soak off 
rust. Apply and leave on the surface for 
about 30 minutes. Then rub off. 


Saw 
blades 
not 
only 
accumulate 


rust, they pick up pitch when used on 
some lumber. This should be cleaned off. 


If you have tools that you don't handle 


often, protect them with a light coat of 
oil. Wrap drill bits in oily rags. Light 
grease, or even petroleum jelly, can be 
used to protect power saw blades and 
wood bits. 


For tools you have to handle or tools 


with large flat surfaces, try using paste 
wax. Unlike a greased surface, a waxed 
surface can be handled afterward. Use 
paste wax on the table of a power saw so 
that you don't stain wood you are cut- 
ting. Use wax or paraffin on planes, 
hammer heads and axes. 


THOSE GARDEN tools you are putting 


in storage should be thoroughly cleaned 
of dirt and rust. You can use grease on 
the metal parts. When you start using 
the tool the grease will come right off. 


Veterans' News 


Q — I AM interested in purchasing a 


VA repossessed home. Where may I ob- 
tain a list of brokers? 


A — A list of offerings in a particular 


area may be obtained from the loan 
guaranty officer in the VA regional office 
serving the area in which the buyer is 
interested. 


Q — MUST A selection or change of a 


GI insurance beneficiary be on a specific 
form? 


A — No. Any clear statement signed 


by the policyholder is sufficient. How- 
ever, it is preferred that VA Form 29-336 
be used. 


Q — DO I have to report as income the 


interest earned on my Series E Bonds 
when I complete the annual income ques- 
tionnaire? 


A — Not if you don't cash the bonds. 


Interest earned should be reported only 
for the calendar year in which the bonds 
are cashed, 


Q — MY VA pension was discontinued 


when I received an extra large dividend 


which put me over the ceiling. Does this 
mean that I will no longer receive a pen- 
sion? 


A — If the dividend was a one-time 


payment, your pension will be dis- 
continued only for the current year. Next 
year, you will again be eligible if your 
income reverts to the status it was prior 
to the time your pension was dis- 
continued. 


Q — IS A woman who draws VA bene- 


fits as a widow of a veteran entitled to 
an extra $50 allowance if she becomes a 
patient in a nursing home? 


A - Yes. 
Q - I UNDERSTAND that option one 


is a lump sum payment of a government 
life insurance policy. Does this mean 
that the beneficiary must take the pro- 
ceeds in a lump sum? 


A — No. The lump sum payment is 


available if desired, but the beneficiary, 
for example, may take part of the pro- 
ceeds in cash, and the balance in month- 
ly installments if desired. Or, he may 
take all payments on a monthly basis.

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The Search For Mental Health 
Obese Are 'Victims Of Unconscious Forces' 


(This is a wprkly column prpsentrd by 


Forrst llospilnl in DC* Plalnes. a fully- 
accredited 135-hrri psychiatric hospital, 
known for its programs in psychiatric 
treatment, research education and com- 
munity service.) 


The logical answer to the question 


"Why are people fat?" would be because 
they eat too much: but, why do some 
people eat too much'' 


"Obese people." explained Dr. Alexan- 


dra Symonds. assistant clinical professor 
of psychiatry at New York University, in 
a recent Roche report, "are victims of 
deep unconscious forces which compel 
them to persist in a repetitive, self-de- 
structive pattern. In this sense, obesity is 
the end result of addiction " 


Dr. Theodore Rubin, president of the 


American Institute for Psycholoanalysis 
and author of "Forever Thin." agrees 
obesity is an addiction, incurable but 
controllable. 


Dr Rubin compares a food addict to a 


person addicted to alcohol "The food ad- 
dict has a particular advantage — he has 
to eat in order to live and each time the 
obese individual takes something into his 
mouth, he's inclined to go on eating. You 
can conceivably live without alcohol or 
drugs but not without fowl, so you're al- 
ways in a state of vulnerability." 


DR. Kt'BIN makes other observations 


about the characteristics of an obese per- 
son "Obese people have a great deal of 
sensuality around the mouth. They like 
to talk, eat and smoke. Such a person 


has remarkably little tolerance for anx- 
iety and very little frustration tolerance. 
He wants quick results in weight loss, 
but if treatment is to be really effective 
on any kind of deeper level the weight 
loss will come secondary to emotional 
changes." 


Dr. Rubin continued: "Obese people 


have a preoccupation with food and 
weight that true thin people, even those 
who happen to be very heavy for a time, 
generally don't have. It is a pre- 
occupation far out of proportion to any- 
thing that can even indicate a hunger for 
food. They constantly think of food and 
don't feel satisfied after eating since they 
eat out of a compulsive necessity and 
don't know when they've had enough." 


Emphasizing the enormous symbolic 


value food has for obese patients Dr. Ru- 
bin said as a rule, many obese people 
have a history of being subjected to a 
great deal of conditioning about food, 
usually stemming from chiildhood, "Par- 
ents rewarded them with food, admo- 
nished them about food and punished 
them with food. Also repressed anger 
and even rage are more prevalent than 
any other emotions in obese persons. 


"Often their eating binges are the 


equivalent of temper tantrums. Like 
many neurotic people, they repress ang- 
er because they're afraid of it. They 
have an enormous need to be liked and 
in certain situations they will resort to 
eating voluminously rather than exhibit 
a direct, angry reaction. They often 
crave sweet foods at times when they 


feel there isn't much sweetness in life." 


DR. RUBIN added the fat person is not 


a happy person. "Most of them are quite 
miserable. Depressioon prevails among 
many of these people — they are stigma- 
tized business-wise and socially. Self-hate 
is a characteristic of obese people and 
sometimes weight gain promotes their 


hate in others." 


Dr. Rubin added thai: the key issue in 


treating an obese patient is to help him 
understand that his is an organic, chron- 
ic illness which will not disappear but is 
controllable 
as 
his emotional state 


changes somewhat and he takes a more 
realistic look at his condition.

The administration's special revenue 


sharing bill would consolidate 30 special 
purpose programs under a S3 billion um- 
brella. 


\E.\ Pres. Donald E. Morrison told a 


Senate committee last week that al- 
though NEA isn't opposed to simplifying 
administrative procedures, the 1.1 mil- 
lion-member organization has five objec- 
tions to the Nixon special revenue shar- 
ing concept. They are: 


—More funds are needed for education- 


al grants. 


—Coverage shouldn't include aid to pri- 


vate schools. 


—Creation of new state agencies would 


cause confusion. 


—Impact aid for children of federal 


employees isn't adequate. 


—There isn't sufficient surveillance of 


federal programs to insure that funds 
are properly directed. 


MORRISON SAID that the proposed 


Education Revenue Sharing Act of 1971, 
(H.R. 7796), would "eliminate all dollar 
program authorizations other than those 
for impact aid, and all requirements for 
state-local matching funds. We do not 
feel that this is a realistic approach," 
Morrison said.

permissive in their habits 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you tell me if 


it is possible that insulin users would en- 
danger their health if their daily dosage 
was unnecessarily high7 If no ill effects 
are apparent could it, in the long term, 
have a debilitating effect7 


Dear Reader — Too much insulin will 


cause the blood sugar to drop to low lev- 
els and cause symptoms One can go into 
insulin shock from the low blood sugar 
This has been used frequently as a way 


of inducing shock for psychiatric treat- 
ment in certain types of patients 


If "no ill effects are apparent" it is 


unlikely that the individual could be get- 
ting too much insulin Without symptoms 
of too much insulin I doubt there can be 
any long term debilitating effects either 
A more likely problem is the adverse ef- 
fect of not getting enough insulin This 
could mean loss of sugar, in the urine, 
return of symptoms of diabetes and pos- 
sibly other changes in the blood vessels 
and body that may be prevented at least 
to some extent with insulin

Extend Concept 


Of Mutual Aid 


Why Don't You Cooperate Like They Do? 


Last week homeowners and busi- 


nessmen of the Northwest suburbs 
should have watched closely and 
with a growing sense of admiration 
the manner in which firemen from 
one dozen suburban communities 
cooperated in containing a major 
industrial fire. 


The explosion and fire which de- 


stroyed a paint blending factory in 
Elk Grove Village was contained 
and eventually subdued by a coop- 
erative effort of suburban fire de- 
partments operating under a mu- 
tual aid plan. 


Although the mutual aid concept 


is relatively new to this area — at 
least in the sophisticated manner it 
is now constructed — the North- 
west suburbs have been given 
ample evidence that mutual aid is 
an admirable plan. 


First developed in January of 


this year, the mutual aid plan of- 
fers each of the Northwest suburbs 
the services of 15 fire departments 
in the exact amount of men and 
equipment needed to meet a par- 
ticular fire or disaster. 


The plan consists of a pre- 


arranged box alarm system with 
specific codes for each area of the 
suburbs. The box alarm numbers 
are kept in a central file system 
along with information on what fire 
department and equipment will be 
called to meet a specific alarm. 


Essentially, the mutual aid sys- 


tem is a device which takes much 
of the guess-work out of the first 
hectic minutes of a fire alarm. 


Instead of a fire chief having to 


decide how much equipment he 
needs and possibly asking for too 
little or too much aid from other 
departments, the mutual aid sys- 
tem gives each chief a pre- 
arranged, thoughtful analysis of 


the site of the fire. Once the coded 
alarm is sent out, the proper 
amount of equipment goes to the 
fire, thus eliminating much of the 
radio conversation necessary un- 
der a more simple mutual assis- 
tance pact. 


Fire Chiefs of the Northwest sub- 


urbs have a right to be proud of 
this system and of the way their 
men have responded to mutual aid 
calls. 


In training exercises at Rand- 


hurst and at Arlington Park Race 
Track, the mutual aid system was 
put through its paces with all the 
departments. 


Shortly after the Arlington Park 


exercise, the paint company fire 
brought many of the same firemen 
together again to fight a blaze 
which required every bit of their 
efforts to contain. 


Obviously, this type of mutual 


aid will not guarantee that fire will 
still not take life and property in 
the future; but the system has 
proven itself to be a valuable tool 
to put into the hands of fire chiefs 
because in effect it makes each 
chief the leader of a formidable ar- 
r a y of firefighting equipment 
and talent. 


Given the proven worth of mutual 


aid among fire departments, it 
seems logical for public health and 
safety agencies in the suburbs to 
explore more areas of cooperation. 
Within police departments and civ- 
il defense planners much coopera- 
tion already exists. And a laudable 
attempt to create an underwater 
recovery team for the Northwest 
suburbs is already underway. 


So too in the areas of public 


works, snow removal and health 
services, mutual cooperation could 
be something of worth to all of us.

She thought she de- 
served at least as much as her girl 
friend and told her parents so, which 
made them feel very bad.

Here it comes, thought Ted, the little 


stinker. 


"I have no idea Honey, what?" 
"Guess."

"A watch just like yours?"

Pushed, 
forced, 


coerced to either stand up for their 
rights or give in, to save face, and spook 
a nagging suspicion they somehow don't 
measure up in their children's eyes. It 
ain't easy, being a parent. 


And unfair? You bet it is. 


"How much, indeed, do my parents 


love me? And to what lengths will they 
go to prove that love?" kids ask. 


Well, one measure — empty and sterile 


— is the size of the gift they lay at their 
children's feet, for whatever reason. 
They quickly forget who clothes them, 
feeds them, houses them,nurses them, 
laughs with them, cries with them, tucks 
them in bed and does the thousand other 
things parents do. 


But some kids expect gifts — rewards 


— as proof of their parents' love. There 
is no end to it. Always more. Always 
something bigger to chase away the in- 
security. 


They expect it because they have been 


taught to expect it. It is something owed 
to them, so they think . . . this feeling of 
ENTITLEDNESS. 


But it makes for spoiled brats. And ev- 


eryone knows spoiled brats are impos- 
sible because they always get their way. 


But what child would like the tables 


reversed on him? For instance, what if 
Ted had said this: 


"Say 
Honey, I was talking to Ella 


Mae's father yesterday and he said she 
made straight As and does a lot of work 
around the house. You just got Bs . . . it 
isn't fair. If you really loved your Mother 
and I, you'd get straight As too." 


"But Dad, I did the best I could, I'm 


sorry." 


"Just the same Joan, it isn't fair." 
Of course neither is right. Gifts are no 


measure of parents. Grades are no mea- 
sure of children. And neither is a mea- 
sure of love. 


Rather, they are inexact measures of 


abilities to learn and earn, all relative, 
and therefore, by themselves, mean- 
ingless in relation to the whole person. 


"Whaddya tell a kid when she says it 


ain't fair? I thought she'd be thrilled with 
the watch . . . and she was until she 
found out what her girl friend got," Ted 
told Jack, a friend he met at lunch the 
next day. 


"Tell her that's tough — forget it — 


you don't owe anybody an explanation, 
leastwise your daughter. If she can't fig- 
ure it out, let her suffer . . . deep down 
she knows the answer and that you love 
her, but she'd rather push to see how far 
you'll go to prove it. Give in and you've 
got a spoiled brat on your hands." 


Ted agreed with Jack. 
"Ya know Ted, I got a daughter in 


high school. A week ago she came to me 
for money to buy a pair of pants. I gave 
it to her. This week she comes back and 
says she needs another pair of pants. 


"I told her I didn't have the money. 


She didn't like it — crabbed and pouted 


County School Chief Implements Safety Code 


I should like to clarify several points 


regarding an article which appeared in 
your newspaper on October 7, titled 
"Question Tactics Used By Martwick." 


You refer to Cook County superintend- 


ent Richard J. Martwick's statement 
with regard to the Life-Safety code as a 
"publicity stunt," as If Implementation 
of this code is somehow unnecessary. 


Let's look at the facts pertinent to this 


issue, not the opinions. 


On June 25, 1971, memorandum Num- 


ber 18, subject: Fire Alarm Systems in 
Suburban Public Schools, was issued by 
Mr. 
Martwick's predecessor, Robert 


Hanrahan. It was addressed to school of- 
ficials, architects, engineers and fire 
chiefs, and stated the following: 


"We have temporarily halted our in- 


spection program because we have found 
the fire alarm systems are not in con- 
fonnance with the Illinois Health and 
Life Safety Code. 


"In November 1970 this problem was 


thoroughly discussed at a "buzz" session 
at which time we expressed concern that 
this situation did exist. We followed this 
up with a memorandum, No. 17, dated 
January 19. 1971. in which we reviewed 
the requirements for the power supply 
for emergency lighting systems and fire 
alarms. Apparently our recommenda- 
tions at outlined in this memo were not 
fully understood. 


"Our 'on-the-spot' inspections have re- 


that MOST OP THE FIRE 


ALARM SYSTEMS IN THE SUBURBAN 
SCHOOLS DO NOT COMPLY WITH 
THE CODE IN RESPECT to MONITOR- 
ING OF THE POWER SUPPLY. As 


'ated in section III, page 3 of memo No. 
/ . . . "Our definition of electrically su- 
pervised system means that the POW- 
ER SUPPLY and component parts of the 
fire alarm system are electrically moni- 
tored and that there is evidence that the 
system is operable. 


"Therefore, it is our judgment that a 


fire alarm system is in full compliance 
only when the power supply to the sys- 
tem is monitored, in addition to a contin- 
uing check of the wiring and the com- 
ponents. Monitoring component parts is 
important but in our view, the power- 
supply is the most important element of 
the fire alarm system. 


"As of this date, no new buildings or 


additions will be approved by this office 
unless the power supply to the alarm 
system is continuouly monitored...." 


Inasmuch as this is a two-page memo, 


we shall not repeat more, however, we 
are enclosing a copy of this memo for 
your information. I think you will find 
that it clearly admonishes all school dis- 
tricts to abide by the Code, as well as 
puts them on notice. 


Why the lack of conformance dis- 


covered in June 1971, resulted in a sus- 
pended investigation, is a matter of spec- 
ulation. However the memo indicated 
that a temporary halt had been called 
and this it a fact 


On September 17, 1971, all super- 


intendents, architects, and engineers and 
fire chiefs were invited by mail to attend 
another "buzz" session to be held on Oc- 
tober 5, in the Sherman Hotel. For your 
information, approximately 275 people 
attended this meeting where the life safe- 
ty code for fire alarm systems with spe- 
cial emphasis on monitoring and super- 
vision was again reviewed. Representa- 
tives from districts 211 and 15 were in 
attendance at this meeting. 


To say that district officials were 


caught "totally offguard" by a public an- 
nouncement on September 29 is a mis- 
statement 
of facts. District officials 


should know the requirements of the Life 
Safety Code and the June 25,1971 memo- 
randum should have served to reinforce 
the requirements of this office. 


On September 29, 1971, Richard J. 


Martwick sent a letter to all district su- 
perintendents indicating that 90 days 
would be given to all school districts to 
comply with the Life Safety Code as re- 
lated to Fire Alarm Systems. At the 
same time, this information was released 
to the communications 
media 
with 


names of schools not in conformance as 
the result of spot checks. 


What you suggest is that a warning 


should have preceded a warning. You 
should know that this office is not under 
any mandate to give prior notice of such 
an intent. By statute, an schools should 
be in compliance with the Life-Safety 
Code and all school administrators have 


a copy (or should have) of the School 
Code of Illinois, dated 1969. The section 
which refers to the Inspection of School 
Buildings is on page 24, Section 3-14.22. 


You indicate that protocol should have 


indicated that the school officials be in- 
formed before any public announcement. 
As indicated in this letter, school officials 
had been warned prior to June 1971 and

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again on June 25, 1971. Do you really be- 
lieve that protocol comes before safety? 


Further, if school officials knew that 


their schools' fire alarm systems were in 
conformity, .why should they be con- 
cerned that their schools would be 
closed? 


You additionally indicate that "the sen- 


sationalism Martwick created . : . sub- 
sided when district officials were inform- 
ed the schools would not be closed." The 
"sensationalism" you speak of was not 
an intention of Mr. Martwick's office, 
merely disclosure. 


On the day the information on the 90- 


day ultimatum was released, (September 
29) Mr. Martwick's office referred all 
calls to Robert Hayes, Assistant Superin- 
tendent responsible for School Planning 
and Development and the Life-Safety 


Code. Mr. Hayes answered as many calls 
as possible during the day. To date, not 
one school has indcated that its fire 
alarm system is in compliance, although 
many at the time believed that they 
were. 


Miss Van Wye injects a certain drama 


in asking why the meeting of C iber 5, 
on Tuesday in the Sherman Hotel did not 
precede the public announcement. I think 
the above stated facts hardly made it 
necessary to worry about the sequence.

have oil from refuse that will make a 
significant contribution to solving the 
energy shortages." 


APPELL said studies showed carbohy- 


drates in general can be converted into 
oil. The process is simple. Manure or 
any celluloslc waste is dumped into a re- 
action vessel with carbon monoxide at an 
Initial pressue of 1,200 pounds per square 
inch and heated at 720 degrees Fahren- 
heit for 20 minutes. Then crude oil 
trickles out of the vessel. 


It is like turning the clock forward on 


nature. In 20 minutes science accom- 
plishes what it took nature millions of 
years to do with prehistoric organic ma- 
terial. 


Dr. Appell said two tons of dry manure 


can produce about a ton of crude oil and 
an equal amount of water.

It Eats Young Marrieds Alive 
The Monthly-Budget Trap 


A new monthly payment syndrome is 


developing within the U.S. economy, said 
William A. Reasoner, chief executive of- 
ficer of Waddell and Reed Inc., Kansas 
City, Mo.-based financial services com- 
plex. 


"The affluent young generation has be- 


come the monthly-budget generation — a 
group mesmerized by installment buy- 
Ing," he said. "This group doesn't care 
how much the big-ticket items cost, what 
the interest rates or carrying charges 
are . . . only how much it costs on a 
monthly-payment basis. 


"The members of this pay-by-the- 


month generation will buy almost any- 
thing — so long as they don't have to pay 
cash," Reasoner said. "If a down pay- 
ment is necessary, it is tolerated as a 
necessary evil, and the cashless cult 
makes the down payment as small and 
as painless as possible. The balance — 


well, they just don't worry about it. 


"Even if they are making equity in- 


vestments, such as mutual funds, or buy- 
ing insurance, they want to do it on a 
monthly basis. If they go over their 
budget, which too many of them do, they 
get a loan and repay that by the month." 


Surveys indicate that this is the group 


most likely to find itself in debt, Reason- 
er said, adding that 65 per cent of all 
families with a family head between 
ages 18 and 24 have installment debt. 
"Of these families, 22 per cent show debt 
under $500; 11 per cent have debt be- 
tween $500 and $1,000; 15 per cent have a 
debt of between $1,000 and $2,000, and a 
distressing 17 per cent of these families 
are more than $2,000 in debt," he said. 


"What makes the situation particularly 


distressing is that young families — with 
family heads ages 20 to 24, in which both 
the husband and wife work full time,

have a median income of $11,400, well 
above the national average. This means 
they have almost $600 in spendable dis- 
cretionary income, yet this is the family 
group most likely to go too far in debt," 
Reasoner said. 


It is typical of the family in a financial 


bind to make extensive use of credit 
cards and charge accounts, said Reason- 
er. 


"Both of these devices can be valuable 


when properly used," he said, "but fami- 
lies are inclined to pay the minimum on 
each account at the end of the month. 
Meanwhile, there are additional pur- 
chases and the balance builds up — with 
increased interest on the unpaid balance. 


"Eventually, bills reach a point at 


which even the minimums are high and 
the family begins to postpone one pay- 
ment in favor of another. Then they are 
really in trouble." 


Reasoner said that savings, insurance 


and equity investment are vital in any 
successful allocation of family income 
and financial planning.

NEC Will Sell Computer 
Services To District 


The Northwest Education Cooperative 


(NEC) has agreed to sell computer ser- 
vices to Des Plaines School Dist. 62. 


At a meeting Saturday, the NEC Gov- 


erning Board authorized the sale of com- 
puter services to groups outside of the 
cooperative "as long as it is not detri- 
mental to NEC." NEC includes School 
Districts: 15. 21, 23, 25, 26. 54. 57, 59, 211 
and 214. 


John Bernard, director of the NEC In- 


structional Systems and Computer Ser- 
vices, recommended the NEC board ap- 
prove Dist. 62s request "in order to cut 
costs." He said the money NEC would 
receive for selling the service would be 
less than the cost of expanding the ser- 
vice. 


"I am excited by the idea of really 


making the cooperative produce services 
at a lower cost." Bernard told the NEC 
board. "I think the time is right to ex- 
pand our service." 


Currently most of the 10 NEC districts 


use the computer service. The cost is 
based on the number of students in each 
district. All districts must pay the same 
rate, regardless of the number of com- 
puter services they use, The NEC board 
proposed offering the service to outside 
districts at the same rate, plus a profit 


margin and overhead costs. Bernard said 
the profit would be put toward future 
projects, such as a data bank and per- 
manent housing. 


ARTHUR ARONSON. president of the 


NEC Governing Board and Dist. 214 
School Board member, told Bernard, 
"We have to work toward setting the 
cost for each computer service. That 
way our districts will have the option to 
buy specific services and not have to pay 
an overall student rate." 


The data processing is only one of the 


services offered by NEC. The coopera- 
tive is also involved in such activities as 
special education, school insurance, leg- 
islation and teacher training. The cooper- 
ative was formed in 1969 to develop area 
wide education programs and to solve 
mutual problems. 


According to Bernard, "Dist. 62 wants 


everything we have to offer in terms of 
computer services, but they aren't inter- 
ested in sitting on the NEC Governing 
Board (joining the cooperative)." 


Aronson said, "We are willing to sell 


computer services, but we are not ready 
to expand the cooperative to include ad- 
ditional districts." Gloria Kinney, NEC 
director, added that it would necessitate 
a revision of the NEC constitution to in- 
clude another district in the cooperative.

And 
David joined him in August to take col- 
lege placement tests at Hebrew Univer- 
sity in Jerusalem where the brothers and 
their father later studied. (Part of the 
college program is geared to send back 
to U. S. campuses students well informed 
on Israeli affairs, Larry explained.) 


Mom, Dad and Judy arrived in the 


land of Jewish heritage in September 
when the youngest member of the family 


enrolled in The Denmark School — so 
named because of the Danes' heroic as- 
sistance to the Jews during Hitler's'per- 
secution. "It's a regular Israeli high 
school," said Judy who received more 
than regular high school credit for her 
freshman year there. 


JUDY remembers spending the first 


six weeks studying Hebrew four hours 
daily, six days a week. Hebrew lessons 
continued two hours daily after she 
joined regular classes . . . to insure that 
immigrant students understood the tech- 
nical language used in the sciences, the 
Prospect High sophomore said. 


"Doing your own thing" includes the 


mother of this family, Carol Stein 
laughed. Mrs. Stein stayed in Israel six 
weeks, settling her family into an apart- 
ment "just 10 minutes walk from the 
center of town, 10 minutes by bus to the 
University and a 15-minute walk to Old 
Jerusalem. And just one block from 
Golda Meir's house," she recalled. 


Once her family was secure, Mrs. Stein 


returned home to redecorate their Mount 
Prospect residence and to resume les- 
sons for her music students. Holder of a 
diploma in trumpet from the Julliard In- 
stitute of Musical Art and a bachelor of 
arts in psychology from Radcliffe Col- 
lege (she met Bob when he was at Har- 
vard) Carol now teaches piano and 
trumpet in her home. She also has in- 
structed kindergarten classes in music at 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA in Des 
Plaines. 


"And I've played in the Northwest 


Symphony Orchestra 14 years and now 
am serving on the board of directors," 
she commented. 


A love of music and musical talent are 


shared by all family members. Bob Stein 
serves as part-time cantor for the Beth 
Tikvah Congregation in Hoffman Es- 
tates. Larry has played cello for 12 
years, five with the Northwest Sym- 
phony. Now attending the University of 
Wisconsin, Daniel is an oboist, and David 
plays clarinet and piano. Judy plays clar- 
inet, plays and teaches guitar and sings 
in the Prospect High Girls Glee Club. 


How did this family with a penchant 


for intellectual achievement manage 
away from home without Mother? ''The 
first thing we did was buy two mo- 
torcycles'" chuckled the chief male cook 
. . . and laundryman. Bob discovered the 
family laundry was cleaner when he 
washed it in the bathtub so he stopped 
sending it out, he said. (But everything 
was drip dry, pointed out his wife.) 


HE FOUND HE spent more time mar- 


keting and banking because the Eastern 
culture is less efficient ("The red tape 
and bureaucracy are terrible!") and 
there are no local supermarkets. 


Exploring — which included camping 


in Sinai and Negov deserts and sleeping 
on the Red Sea beaches — living and 
studying in Israel for a year convinced 
Robert Stein that Israel is the only place 
in the world where Jews can live a full 
life . . . naturally. Israeli Jews are im- 
mersed in a Jewish environment even 
without practicing their religion, he says. 
For example, the culture (books, humor, 
folk dances and language) is entirely 
Jewish. In the United States, Jewish life 
necessarily revolves around the syna- 
gogue, he points out. 


But Bob Stein's main purpose in going 


to Israel was "to get a good grasp on the 
Hebrew language." This he — and his 


children — accomplished, he thinks. Lar- 
ry agrees. 


"The tangible ability to speak Hebrew 


. . . and just being in Israel'' are reasons 
Larry, majoring in math and business ad- 
ministration at the University of Chi- 
cago, values his year's study abroad. He 
also enjoyed "getting to know a different 
way of life than my own" and viewing 
world politics close up from a non-Ameri- 
can but not unAmerican point of view, he 
said. (Larry tutors in math, Hebrew, cel- 
lo and piano and also speaks Spanish and 
French.) 


FOR JUDY STEIN, the best part of 


har stay in Israel was the friends she 
made. "I was accepted for the person I 
am," smiled the attractive high schooler. 
Judy's experience away from home m?- 
tured her faster and taught her that all 
people and countries are basically the 
same, she commented. She wants to go 
back. 


Her brother David feels even stronger. 


He stayed in Israel. Now working on a 
kibbutz (a collective agriculture settle- 
ment where children and parents live in 
separate quarters) on the coast of Ashke- 
lon, near the Gaza Strip, Dave decided to 
strike out on his own. A natural linguist, 
he speaks Russian, German and Hebrew 
fluently and has a knowledge of Ara- 
maic, French and Arabic. "Dave is a 
good writer, too. We enjoy his letters,'' 
reported his mother. 


Carol Stein might write letters on her 


own traveling experiences. She rejoined 
her family in Jerusalem for Passover in 
April and again the end of June when 
she, Bob and Judy toured Spain, Holland, 
Yugoslavia, Switzerland, Norway and 
England before returning home.

'Old Dogs' Can Learn New Tricks

NEW YORK (UPI) — Hurry up and 


learn something new today, exercising 
your mind. Also try to do something 
creative with your hands. And work. 


All these things will help keep your 


brain in good shape. They add up to 
mental gymnastics, according to Dr. Hel- 
en Kittner, who presented her formula 
for mental agility during an interview 
about education. ' 


Dr. Kittner is director tf Hadassah Is- 


rael Education Services, a program for 
1,200 funded by the women's Zionist or- 
ganization in America (Hadassah). 


She said research has shown that a hu- 


man is never too old to learn something 
new, reversing the preachment — "You 
can't teach an old dog new tricks." 


She exposes her charges to what she 


believes is the best education — working 
with their hands. 


"IN MY OPINION," she said, "unless 


all high schools combine such work with 
academic subjects, people will never be 
integrated.They will go through life down 
a divided highway. 


"Work is the best education." 


On one side of such a divided highway 


are the blue collar workers. On the other 
side are the white collar workers. The 
blues feel inferior because the white col- 
lar persons look down their noses at any- 
one who works with his hands. If they're 
all exposed to work, the division will dis- 
appear and there will be mutual respect. 


Dr. Kittner was interviewed during her 


visit to Hadassah's national headquarters 
in New York. 


She said her educational philosophy 


stems 
from 
many influences, chief 


among them being the philosophy of 
American education which she studied 


while obtaining her master's degree at 
Harvard University in 1960. . . and her 
doctorate from Teachers College at Co- 
lumbia University in '65. 


SHE NOTED THAT vocational and ca- 


reer 
training 
is considered mainly 


"working class" training in the United 
States. But it is an integral part of edu- 
cation for her student charges, a group 
cutting across cultural and socioeconom- 
ic lines.

We 
were having trouble with a very long 
kitchen drain pipe so our plumber sug- 
gested half a box of washing soda in two 
gallons of hot water be poured down the 
drain every two weeks For ordinary use, 
it is recommended that % cup washing 
soda be dissolved in 1 quart warm water 
and poured down the dram. Then hot wa- 
ter is run to flush the solution through 
the pipes Used once a week, this will 
keep most lines open

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Some people get hypertensc when they 


see their pine trees dropping needles 
about now 


They probably figure that only de- 


ciduous trees are "allowed" to do this. 


Not so Browning or falling of ever- 


green needles is a seasonal (normal in 
fall.) and not a symptom of disease. It's 
especially noticeable this month on white 
pine and Norway pine. 


But it's a different story if the pine 


trees start to shed in June. Then our 
tree-lovers have something to worry 
about... pine bark beetles. 


Bark beetles have their own way of 


telling you they've moved into your 
neighborhood: 


LOOK FOR BORING dust around the 


base of the tree, pitch tubes or boring 
dust on the bark, beetles and larvae 
right under the layer of bark, beetle gal- 
leries (tunnels) under the bark. 


Should you spray, you may ask. But 


the time you have evidence, it's too late. 
The tree is a write off. By September it 
will be dead brown. Cutting down the in- 
fested tree and burning it or peeling off 
the bark will stop the pests from going 
from tree to tree on their ravaging 
rampage (A few species of beetle work 
in the inner bark and peeling will not kill 
them.) 


Some help is available in the form of 


weather. An exceptionally cold winter 
will kill the beetles. Woodpeckers, too, 
zero in on bark beetles. 


Treat the tree right by keeping earth 


away from the trunk. Don't use trees for 
hammock supports, clothesline supports 
or patio edgers. 


Abused trees are highly susceptible to 


bark beetles

down an infested tree of any kind, never 
use the wood for fireplace logs or the 
sawdust for garden mulch. 


To do this, regardless of how tempting 


it appears, is inviting » lot of gardening 
troublemakers. 


Most of the time the pests are micro- 


scopic and you can't tell you're encour- 
aging the proliferation of pests. In the 
case of the pine bark beetle, he is the 
size of a matchhead. Still, don't take a 
chance on infested wood. 


I once gathered up sawdust from a 


Dutch elm disease crew and spent the 
whole summer wondering why I had so 
many bugs in my yard. Another mistake 
I once made was storing wood (it was 
sound wood) in my basement. Storing 
wood indoors is like pouring sugar 
around an ant hill leading to your kitch- 
en cabinets. And let's face it, you don't 
want to be the Welcome Wagon.

Jackson doss, president of Investors 
Mortgage Insurance Co The Boston, 
Mass -based company is in the private 
mortgage insurance industry 


"The phenomenal student population 


explosion in recent years has forced a 
growing number of colleges and univer- 
sities to relax their rules about living on 
campus' Goss said More and more 
schools now require that only freshmen 
students live in dormitories 


"This means that off-campus bousing 


has taken on added importance, not only 
with married, but with single students as 
well." Goss said Married students have 
generally had to face the problem of 
finding affordable houses or apartment? 
But an increasing number of schools are 
buying or building aipartment complexes 
near the campuses and turning them into 
quarters for married students, he adds 


"However, changing student life styles 


have brought a new group of house hunt- 
ers to the forefront 
the singles," said 


Go<ss "And by no means, are they all 
hippies looking for a communal pad or 
rebels escaping from the regimentation 
of dorm life They are simply students 
looking for places to live while they get 
an education 


"It is now more the rule than the ex- 


ception to find groups of three, four or 
five students renting . or buying . . a 
house or apartment And many of them 
will take a iz-month lease even though 
they may be m school only eight or nine 
months, expecting to sublet the property 
for the time they are away from the 
campus. ' Goss said. 


An estimated 
32.000 houses, apart- 


ments and mobile homes will be pur- 
chased this year by students . 
. both 


married and single, according to Goss. 


This is up from about 27,000 reported in 
1970 


"Further, about 12,000 of the units are 


being purchased by married students, 
with approximately 20.000 being bought 
by single students, either individually 
or in partnerships," Goss said. 


Most of those houses being bought by 


groups of single students — about 61 per 
cent — are purchased by those majoring 
in business administration "It appears 
that they are getting an early start on 
putting their education to work. They are 
learning the real estate investment busi- 
ness early in life 


"Most of the groups buying houses are 


composed of students with the same ma- 
jor . 
for example, three or four engi- 


neering students or several chemistry 
majors will make it a joint venture," 
Goss said. 


The popularity growth of off-campus 


housing has sparked another trend. It ap- 
pears that more and more property own- 
ers have, in recent months, changed 
their minds about selling their homes 
near the campus "Instead, they are put- 
ting those houses up for rent — as in- 
vestment properties — and buying new 
primary homes further away from the 
campus," Goss notes. 


the Environmental Protection Agency, 
William Blaser, recently indicated that 
over 80 per cent of the state's sanitary 
plants would not meet state standards by 
the deadline set of July, 1972.

for example," Widdicombe said. 


He cited the requirement in Virginia 


that when a sanitary plant reaches 80 
per cent capacity plans for immediate 
action on an interim basis must be pro- 
vided. When it reaches 95 per cent of its 
capacity plans for a new plant must be

Levitt has announced plans to start 


construction on three new communities 
totaling more than $135 million in the 


Arthur 
Gingold 


Chicago area by the early part of next 
year. 


The new housing community will in- 


clude 5,750 units of townhouses, single 
family homes, manor homes and apart- 
ments, said Arthur Gingold, Chicago re- 
gional manager and vice president. 


One of the largest communities will be 


a planned unit development on a 760-acre 
tract in Naperville. The plan calls for 
3,800 total units of townhouses, single 
family homes and low and medium-rise 


apartments. The development will repre- 
sent more than $100 million in building 
and take from five to seven years to 
complete, Gingold said. The tract is lo- 
cated on Washington Street near the Du- 
Page county line. 


Another community will be in New Le- 


nox off Route 30 near Joliet. The $25 mil- 
lion project will have 1,400 total units of 
single and multiple family homes set on 
a 103-acre tract. 


T h e third residential 
community, 


named Sheffield Manor, will have 550 
units of manor homes representing more 
than $12 million and will be located near 
Bode and Harrington Roads in Schaum- 
burg. 


Gingold said that construction will be 


in full swing on all three communities by 
the first part of the year and models for 
each should open in early February. 


Sheffield Manor will be Levitt's first 


introduction of the manor home into the 
Chicago area. A manor home combines 
the advantages of a townhouse and a 
condominium because the homebuyer 
shares some common property with his 
neighbors but the buyer owns his own 
house lot. 


Gingold said that Levitt may also an- 


nounce plans for three other residential 


communities during next year, among 
them the builder's first modular housing 
community for this area. "We have a lot 
of confidence in this area as a trend- 
setter and a homebuilding giant of this 
decade," he said. 


Levitt and Sons, shelter producers and 


land development firm, came to Chicago 
in 1967. It opened Strathmore, a Buffalo 
Grove single family housing community, 
the same year. 


Since then the homebuilder has opened 


three other communities consisting of 
townhouses and single family homes: 
Sheffield 
Towne, Sheffield Park and 


Sheffield Park East, all of which are in 
Schaumburg. When completed, the four 
communities will have a total of more 
than 4,000 units worth more than $120 
million. 


In Chicago alone, Levitt expects to post 


$30 million in sales this year compared 
to $7 million its first year. The builder 
also projects that it will have sales of 
from $50-60 million by 1972. 


"We think it is not unreasonable to ex- 


pect 10 per cent of the area's total hous- 
ing output by 1976," Gingold said. Levitt 
and Sons' regional headquarters for Chi- 
cago is in Schiller Park.

Report Deposit Turnover 


People communicate with people through WANT ADS 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


recently reported member bank borrow- 
ing, 
loans and other activity at com- 


mercial banks in the Seventh District. 


Third-quarter increases in debits and 


turnover were the largest recorded since 
the third quarter of 1969 at banks in dis- 
trict urban areas. Seasonally adjusted 
debits to demand deposits of businesses, 
individuals, and state and local govern- 
ments during the third quarter were 
about 8 per cent above the previous 
quarter, compared to third-quarter gains 
of less than 1 per cent a year ago and 9 
per cent in 1969. 


Demand deposit turnover (computed 


by dividing debits at an annual rate by 
average demand deposit balances) repre- 
sents the number of times the average 
dollar of deposits is used in a year's 
time. Turnover increased from 70.4 for 
the second quarter to 74.6 for the third 
quarter. This result reflected both higher 
debits and a significant slowing in the 
growth of deposit balances. In 1969, turn- 
over increased from 59.7 in the second 
quarter to 65.6 in the third quarter. 


The acceleration in both debits and 


turnover in the past quarter is accounted 
for mainly by banks in the Chicago SMA, 
where debits increased 10 per cent and 
turnover increased from 90 to 98.4. Deb- 
its at district banks in other urban areas 
rose 5 per cent overall. By state, changes 
in debits ranged from a V/z per cent de- 
cline in Iowa to a gain of 8 per cent in 
Wisconsin. 


The recent sharp growth in the volume 


of large negotiable certificates of deposit 
(CDs) has been accompanied by some 
lengthening in maturities. At large dis- 
trict bans, the proportion of CDs matur- 
ing after nine months rose from 1.8 per 
cent on Aug. 25 to 8.2 per cent on Sept. 
29. Outstandings in this relatively long 
maturity category rose 88 per cent, a

much greater relative gain than for 
shorter issues. Issues maturing between 
three and nine months also gained im- 
portance as a share of the total. 


Outstandings maturing within three 


months declined from 67.7 per cent of the 
total on Aug. 25 to 62.1 per cent on the 
last Wednesday of September. Although 
October, November and December matu- 
rities increased $1 billion, accounting for 
60 per cent of the CDs issued in Septem- 
ber, these additions were smaller than 
September maturities. Compared with a 
year ago the biggest gain was in the 
t h r e e-t o si x-month range, 
which 


accounted for more than 20 per cent of 
total outstandings last month, up from 12 
per cent a year earlier. Issues longer 
than six months, although larger in 
amount than in Sept. 1970, remained a 
smaller share of the total. 


Third-quarter loan growth at member 


banks outside the five major cities was 
strong relative to the comparable quar- 
ters of the five previous years in all 
states except Indiana. At banks in Illi- 
nois outside Chicago and in Iowa outside 
Des Moines, third-quarter per cent gains 
exceeded those recorded for any third 
quarter since 1965. Third-quarter gains 
Ihis year at banks in Michigan outside 
Detroit and in Wisconsin outside Mil- 
waukee were second only to the 1968 ex- 
perience. Loans of member banks in In- 
d i a n a outside Indianapolis declined 
slightly. 


In the third quarters of the years 1966 


through 1971, loan growth at banks out- 
side major cities was generally faster 
than the rate of growth for all member 
banks (including those in the major 
cities) in each year except 1967 and 1970. 
This pattern may reflect both the weaker 
impact of tight money on smaller banks 
in periods of strong credit demands and 
the greater opportunities for large city 
banks to make money market-type loans 
in periods of relatively slow overall de- 
mand. 


Member bank borrowing from the Fed- 


eral Reserve Bank of Chicago averaged 
$223 million per day during the third 
quarter of 1971, more than twice the 
daily average for the previous quarter. 
During July, August, and September, 13 


of the 24 reserve city member banks and 
111 of the 917 country member banks (12 
per cent) were accommodated at least 
once at the discount window. The reserve 
city banks accounted for more than 
three-fourths of the dollar amount. 


The relative second-to third-quarter in- 


crease in the volume of borrowing was 
about the same in this district as nation- 
ally — a little more than 130 per cent. 
Short-term market interest rates were 
above the Federal Reserve lending rate 
throughout the third quarter, whereas 
they had been below it earlier in the 
year. 


"Turd-quarter borrowing in both the 


district and the United States totaled 
well below the comparable period of 
1970, when the rate differential was lar- 
ger and the Federal Reserve was com- 
mitted to helping member banks meet 
the credit needs of customers unable to 
sell commercial paper in the wake of the 
Penn Central affair. Country banks, how- 
ever, borrowed almost twice as much in 
the third quarter of 1971 as they did a 
year earlier.

Start Nielsen Building 


Construction has begun on a 70-aci-e 


site near the intersection of Willow Rond 
and the Illinois Toll Road, Northfieid 
Township, for the international head- 
quarters of A. C. Nielsen Co., the world's 
largest marketing research firm. 


Planned and designed by the national 


architectural and engineering firm of 
Welton Becket and Associates, the three- 
story. 225,000-square foot structure will 
mass as a 400-foot long series of squares 
and rectangles overlooking a formally 
landscaped, one-acre reflecting pool and 
storm water retention basin. 


Pepper Construction Co. of Chicago is 


the general contractor. Becket has re- 
tained M. Paul Friedberg and Associates 
of New York as landscape architect for 
the entire complex. 


"When our new headquarters is com- 


pleted in June. 1973, it will provide us 
with a highly integrated grouping of ex- 
ecutive offices in a beautiful setting just 
in time for observance of our 50th anni- 
versary," said A. C. Nielsen Sr., founder 
and chairman. 


Although Nielsen is primarily known to 


the public for ita television rating Mr- 
vices, the organization provides about 
three dozen services of various types in 
21 countries. The firm is involved in such 
activities as measuring consumer sales, 
serving as a clearing house for merchan- 
dise coupons, providing supporting ser- 
vices to publishers and compiling explor- 
ation and production statistics for the oil 
and gas industry. 


"Nielsen's requiremtnt for a high num- 


ber of executive offices led us to evolve a 
building which would yield as large a 
percentage of exterior-oriented offices as 
possible," said Charles R. Kuglin, direc- 
tor of Becket's Chicago office. 


The building consists of three levels 


plus a basement, providing some 20,000- 
square feet for general storage. The ex- 
terior will be reinforced concrete high- 
lighted by precast concrete spandrels. 


"It's an honest, straightforward ex- 


terior with spandrels and columns high- 
lighting the structural frame," Kuglin 
said. "The horizontal elements dominate 
the verticals. The L-shaped corners are 
treated symmetrically, relating to both 
sides so as not to favor one side or the 
other." 


Exposed aggregate used for the ex- 


terior will be complemented by solar 
bronze glass in an aluminum window 
system. A combination of exterior and 
interior lighting will outline the structure 
at night. 


The building complex is sited on the 


east end of the 70-acre tract. A lighted, 
tree enclosed parking area is being laid 


out adjacent to the building, in which 
some 600 persons will be employed. 
Parking will be provided. A double row 
of terraces will separate the parking 
area from the pond. The parking area 
also is separated from the building by 
earth banks rising 10 to 15 feet. An earth 
platform is being employed to elevate 
the building to increase the low-profile 
structure's visibility. The site originally 
was gently sloping farmland virtually de- 
void of trees. When completed, trees and 
shrubs chosen for ease of maintenance 
and beauty will be used. 


The architects turned an ordinance to 


provide on-site floodwater-holding facil- 
ities into an advantage by designing a 
reflecting pool complete with landscaped 
islands to hold a major portion of the 
storm water. 


One pool will contain a minimum of 


two feet of water with added capacity for 
another acre-foot in case of heavy rain. 
This pool will be supplemented by anoth- 
er overflow pool at a lower level holding 
about four acre-feet. 


Islands will be accessible to pedestri- 


ans via a small bridge to the mainland. 
An animated water feature with a re- 
circulating capability is being planned 
for ornamentation. A low concrete wall 
and gravel walk will surround the ponds. 


The pond and terrace areas will be 


easily accessible to the employe cafe- 
teria, which will offer a breathtaking 
view of the landscaping. Three sides of 
the cafeteria, capable of seating up to 
250 persons, will be enclosed by glass. 


Nielsen had stipulated the need for ap- 


proximately 70 private offices per floor 
with as many as possible along the ex- 
terior walls. The Becket design provides 
for 91 per cent of the offices to offer out- 
side views, while still permitting outside 
views from clerical areas. 


The interior layout of the building was 


accomplished following a space planning 
study by the Becket firm. The arrange- 
ment frees 12,000 to 15,000 square feet of 
space for future expansion. The interior 
is generally devoted to open flowing 
work space pierced only by two service 
cores and open stairways. 


Offices and work spaces are related to 


six-by-six foot modules, each of which 
contains individual lighting and electrical 
fixtures. The modules in the rooms can 
be arranged at will for greater flexibil- 
ity. 


Conference rooms and audio-visual fa- 


cilities are located throughout the build- 
ing. The executive area features a double 
conference room with movable partitions 
and a galley capable of meal prepara- 
tion.

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Record-Breaking 
Assets Reported 


Total assets of America's savings and 


loan business now excted $200 billion, it 
was announced recently. 


The news about the nation's savings 


and loan institutions was reported by the 
Tniled States Savings and Loan League. 
Headquartered in Chicago with offices in 
Washington 
and 
San 
Francisco, 
the 


league is a principal trade organization 
for the savings and loan business. 


The record-breaking $200 billion mark 


was reached in the first two weeks of 
October, according to league president 
t.rwis S. Eaton. Several records will be 
set by the savings and loan business dur- 
ine )<)71. according to League estimates. 


There will be a net gain in savings bal- 


ances of an estimated $28 billion this 
year, an all-time high for any one-year 
period in tho history of the business and 
far ahead of the record of $11.2 billion set 
in IflTD. This addition will bring total sav- 
ings deposits at associations to $17i) bil- 
lion at year-end. This huge accumulation 
of savings funds is held by 50 million 
savers, and the average account balance 
is s:r,oo. 


On the mortgage lending side of the 


business associations will lend an esti- 
mated $nK billion, a record far surpass- 
ing the previous high mark which oc- 
curred in 1%:i when $25 billion in mort- 
gages was placed on the books. Total 
mortgage loans at the close of the year 
will amount to $174.5 billion, as com- 
pared to $«<! billion at year-end 1961 and 
$i:: billion at year-end 1951. 


According to league President Eaton. 


the $2iK) billion high-water mark for the 
business represents a growth of more 
than 2.1(10 per cent over the $8.7 billion in 
assets held by the business at the close 
of World War'It. 


"Attractive interest rates on savings 


accounts and the strong safety record of 
savings and loan associations are two 
important factors behind the continued 
expansion of the business," said Eaton. 


"During 1971, savings and loan associ- 
ations paid $7.2 billion of interest to their 
savings account holders as compared to 
$2.6 billion in 1%1 and $389 million in 
1951." 


More than 96 per cent of the assets of 


the business are held by institutions 
whose savings accounts are insured by 
the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation, an agency of the Federal 
Government 
which currently 
insures 


each savings account up to $20,000. 


Geographically, savings and loan asso- 


ciations are found in the 50 states, Virgin 
Islands, Guam and Puerto Rico. Savings 
and loan associations are the third larg- 
est type of financial institution in the 
United States and rank first as the souce 
of mortgage credit for American families 
according to the league. 


Savings and loan associations provide 


two out of every three mortgages written 
in this country. During tight money peri- 
ods, such as 1969 and 1970, when other 
institutional investors reduce their par- 
ticipation in the mortgage market for 
more lucrative investment avenues, sav- 
ings and loans provided in excess of 70 
per cent of all mortgages on l-to-4 family 
homes. 


"The impact of the tremendous sav- 


ings and loan growth on the economy is 
far-reaching," said Eaton. "In terms of 
goods and services and jobs provided at 
the community level, we estimate a $4 
economic impact for each $1 loaned. Put 
another way, the $3« billion loaned by 
our institutions in 197) produced a totle 
economic impact of about $144 billion. 


"This would be in the form of direct 


construction expenditures, site improve- 
ments and utilities, related construction 
(stores, shopping centers and so on), ex- 
penditures for furnishings, appliances 
and landscaping, and the increased pur- 
chasing power of the thousands of people 
engaged in these activities," he said.

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Tap Empty Nester Market 


The housing producer who Identifies a 


specialized area that is not being satis- 
fied and then develops a product to fit 
that market is apt to meet with success 
according to builder Albert E. Riley. He 
believes such a market exists among the 
affluent "empty nesters:" couples in 
their late 40s and early 80s whose last 
child has grown and left home and who 
have the economic means to pay for and 
enjoy whatever they choose. 


"There are two basic problems in 


reaching 
this market," Riley says. 


"First is the matter of creating a hous- 
ing product that will appeal to them. Sec- 
ond, and probably more difficult, is the 
challenge of getting these people to rec- 
ognize their new housing needs without 
stigmatizing them with the idea that 
they're getting older." 


For the past several years, Riley has 


been building "adult villages" to appeal 
to this market. Since 1965, he has created 
four such villages with a total of 316 
units, beginning with Plum Grove Vil- 
lage. His latest are Fairfax Village with 
116 units in Rolling Meadows and the 
newly-opened Dartmouth Village with 88 
units in Wheaton. 


The villages consist of one and two- 


story traditionally-styled structures with 
four individual attached single-family 
homes in each. Each home has from 
1,400 to 2,100 square feet of space and 
sells from $45,300 to $54,900. Sales are 
restricted to adult families; no children 
under 13 are allowed. 


A complete envoronment is part of the 


package. Each community is profes- 
sionally landscaped throughout, with 


plantings of mature trees and shrubs. 
Grounds maintenance and snow removal 
is included. 


"Close examination will show that this 


type of housing product is totally unlike 
any other and is directly related to the 
needs of the people we are trying to 
reach," Riley said. "Remember, we are 
talking about the affluent empty nester, 
who is different from the empty nester 
generally." 


In developing the adult village concept, 


Riley had to consider several unusual 
features of the market: First, the 
couple's general affluence makes cost a 
secondary object. With all of the basic 
necessities bought and paid for some 
time ago, demands on the couple's in- 
come are less, and they can spend more 
on the things they want and enjoy with- 
out skimping, Riley said. 


"Affluence is more than a matter of 


income, although many of our people 
earn substantial sums," he said. "Most 
of the husbands are top corporation exec- 
utives, or professionals, or self-em- 
ployed businessmen. Regardless of sala- 
ry, however, these people have built up 
substantial nest eggs, and the builk of 
their income Is truly discretionary." 


He noted, too, that this condition of af- 


fluence extends to the several single per- 
sons — widows and bachelors — who 
have purchased in his adult villages. 


A second difference is that because of 


their affluence and because they already 
have a substantial equity in their present 
home, more than two-thirds of these 
people can, and do, pay cash for their 
new home. Financing is no problem. 


Third, the couple is currently living in 


a large house in the same general area. 
They don't need the total space of a 
large house any more, but they definitely 
do not want the restricted space and 
smaller rooms of a typical apartment or 
townhouse. 


Fourth, the couple is country-club ori- 


ented, or at least has many interests out- 
side the home and immediate neighbor- 
hood. For this reason, they have no use 
for recreational facilities, such as a club- 
house, swimming pool, and 
tennis 


courts, as part of their home package. 


Fifth, the couple wants to live in 


gracious privacy in a neighborhood of 
people much like themselves. They do 
not want to mix it up with young couples 
or live in a community filled with fami- 
lies and children, according to Riley. 


Sixth, since the couple spends so much 


of their leisure time away from home, 
including several long vacations each 
year plus numerous long week-ends 
away, they do not want the bother of 
maintenance. 


Riley's adult villages are planned with 


these characteristics in mind. Getting 
the message across to the affluent empty 
nester market is a constantly challenging 
task, he said. 


"One of the most traumatic periods in 


adult life occurs when the last child 
leaves home and the man and wife real- 
ize that, for the first time since early 
marriage, they're alone," Riley said. 
"For some, this period signals the begin- 
ning of withdrawal from society. But for 
our market, this is a period of renewed 
opportunity to expand their activities, 
free from household responsibilities." 


DESIGNED WITH EMPTY nesters (couples whose chil- 
dren have grown up and left home) in mind, Fairfax 
Village in Rolling Meadows is shown above. Each build- 


ing has four individual attached homes ranging in size 
from 1,400 to 2,100 square feet. The development is by 
Albert Riley, local builder. 


Once the affluent empty nester recog- 


nizes that a move to a new home is a 
step up, not a step down, he readily ac- 
cepts the idea of moving to an adult vil- 
lage as the answer to his changing 
needs. 


"I think the real challenge is in con- 


vincing these empty nesters that a move 
to a new home doesn't mean retire- 
ment," Riley said. "Far from it. We've 
found that people who move into adult 
villages are more active than they've 
ever been before." 


Because the adult village concept is 


relatively new, Riley finds that the best 
way to sell it is to have affluent empty 
nesters visit the communities. Once the 
couple sees others like themselves in the 
adult village surroundings, they start to 
visualize themselves in the same picture, 
he said. 


"Sou don't care to refit 
an apartment. 


"Sou don't want to take care of 
a house.

They're Compatible In The Kitchen 


by LOIS SEtLER 


Whether the sun is shining or the snow 


falling. John Burzik o( Elk Grove can be 
found at his outdoor grill cooking the 
meat for Sunday dinner. 


But John is not the ordinary steak and 


hnmburger-type outdoor chef. He pre- 
pares such meats as leg of lamb and bar- 
becued ribs, but his real specialty is 
duck with wild rice dressing and orange 
sauce 


John says his culinary interests were 


inspired by his mother, an exceptional 
cook, then later encouraged by his wife, 
Bobhie. who shares his interest in good 
food. 


He often makes the duck just for the 


two of them as their children, Roberta, 3, 
and Katie. t's, are still too young to ap- 
preciate a gourmet-type meal. 


However, John does not classify him- 


self as a gourmet: he says he just enjoys 
tasty food and cooks on weekends for 
recreation. But he is adverturesome in 
his use of herbs and spices, likes to cook 
with wine and seldom measures in- 
gredients, preferring the pinch and taste 
method. 


"I cook by instinct rather than by reci- 


pes," said John. 


After being partially cooked over a hot 


fire in a Weber cooker, the ducks are 
basted with a savory sweet-sour orange 
sauce. It gives the crispy skin a delicious 
flavor and produces a beautiful glaze. 
John cuts the duck in half and garnishes 
each serving with orange slices and pars- 
ley. 


"Because the duck and wild rice are 


rich and hearty, a salad is the only ac- 
companiment needed, along with a dry 
white wine," John said. 


BOBBIE ALWAYS prepares the salad, 


and she likes to include fresh spinach in 
with the greens which are tossed with a 
vinegar and oil dressing. 


When John fixes the ducks for a com- 


pany dinner, she usually prepares appeti- 
zers, too. Two of her favorites are Hot 
Cheese Puffs and Blue Cheese Meat 
Balls. 


Easy to prepare, the cheese puffs sim- 


ply consist of onion-flavored mayonnaise 
spread on'small pieces of bread, with 
parmesan cheese and paprika sprinkled 
on top. Broiled just a minute or two until 


lightly-browned, Bobbie serve? them on 
a hot tray to keep them warm and crun- 
cy. 


The meat ball hors d'oeuvres are made 


by forming ground beef around pieces of 
blue cheese. The balls are rolled in flour 
and browned. 


"I usually do this in the morning," 


Bobbie explained, "and then re-heat 
them in bouillon. The blue cheese melts 
inside, and the meat balls are tender and 
juicy. They are nice to serve from a 
chafing dish and may be speared with 
toothpicks." 


The joint efforts of Bobbie and John 


result in an elegant dinner, indeed. They 
recommend a light dessert, such as 
cheese and fruit or ice cream. 


Bobbie is as enthusiastic about cooking 


as her husband, and belongs to a neigh- 
borhood gourmet dinner group. Formerly 
an airline stewardess and an elementary 
school teacher, Bobbie now limits her 
teaching to two afternoons a week at a 
nursery school. 


John and Bobbie are advocates of or- 


ganic gardening and grow a wide variety 
of vegetables. 


"We like to garden because we like to 


eat," John said, adding that this is also 
his motivation for fishing — primarily 
for the skillet. Trap shooting and ice fish- 
ing are also hobbies for John, who is a 
salesman for Butler Paper Co. 


DUCK WITH WILD RICE 


DRESSING AND ORANGE SAUCE 


1 3%-4 pound duckling 
2 to 2% cups water 
2 chicken bouillon cubes 
2 cloves allspice 


Few peppercorns 


1 carrot, cut up 
1 rib celery, cut up 
1 onion, cut up 
1 cup wild rice 
1 pound fresh mushrooms 


Wash duckling and clean well, scrap- 


ing out all excess fat from the cavity. 
Dry thoroughly and set aside. 


Place giblets, neck, water, bouillon 


cubes, allspice, peppercorns, carrot, 
celery and onion in a two-quart sauce- 
pan. Simmer, covered, over low heat for 
at least two hours, adding more water if 
needed. Strain broth and save. 


Meanwhile, have the wild rice soaking 


in cold water for a couple of hours. 
Change water a few times. Drain. 


Cook rice in IV* to 1% cups of the re- 


served giblet broth. (One cup of the raw 
rice will feed two; two cups will serve 6. 
The amount prepared depends on how 
many ducklings are to be cooked. One 
duck feeds two.) 


Cook rice for 45 minutes to one hour, 


until all is popped open and is soft. Add 
to this the fresh mushrooms, which have 
been washed and sliced. Chop the giblets 
and neck finally and add to rice. Set 
aside and let cool. 


TOGETHERNESS IS THE KEY to the 
dinners that John and Bobbie Burzik 
prepare. John mans the Weber grill 
on which he cooks his specialty, Duck 
with Wild Rice Dressing and Orange 
Sauce. Bobbie prepare the salad and 
her favorite appetizers. The result is 
an elegant company dinner.

French Company has created this recipe 
for Braised Pork with Apples — a com- 
patible combination

foods. 


Pork steaks, meaty and flavorful, are 


simmered in a quick-to-fix sauce made 
with an envelope of pork gravy mix. 
Apple slices added 15 minutes before the 
meat is finished, gives the dish taste and 
texture contrast. 


Apple desserts are traditional favorites 


and this Spicy Apple Crisp has the addi- 
tional advantage of being fast and easy 
to prepare. Packaged croutons sprinkled 
over the apple chunks give the dish a 
delicious crunchiness. 


BRAISED PORK WITH APPLES 


4 pork steaks 
1 envelope (*4 ounce 1 


gravy mix for pork. 


1 cup water 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
2 onions, peeled and sliced 
2 apples, cut in wedges 


Brown pork steaks in skillet; stir in 


contents of gravy mix envelope, water, 
lemon juice, and onions. Heat to boiling. 
Cover and simmer 30 minutes; add ap- 
ples and cook 15 minutes longer. 4 
servings. 


SPICY APPLE CRISP 


4 cooking apples 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
'/4 cup raisins 
& cup firmly packed 


brown sugar 


¥2 teaspoon cinnamon 
2 tablespoons 


all-purpose flour 


1^ cups plain croutons 


% cup butter or margarine, 


melted 


Pare and core apples; cut into chunks. 


\dd lemon juice, raisins, % cup brown 
sugar, cinnamon, and flour. Toss lightly. 
Spoon into 1%-quart shallow baking dish. 
Combine croutons, ¥4 cup brown sugar, 
and melted butter. Sprinkle over apples. 
Bake at 375 degrees for 40 to 45 minutes 
until apples are tender. 5 to 6 servings. 


Rub a clove of garlic over the inside 


and outside of duck. Sprinkle skin and 
cavity with salt and pepper. Stuff duck 
and sew up back. Wrap twine around 
legs and sprinkle skin with paprika. 


Cook on a Weber grill using a very 


hot fire. Have 30 to 35 coals stacked on 
each side of drip pan. Wait until the 
coals are gray; the hotter they are, the 
better. This helps render almost all fat 
out of the duck. Cook with all vents, top 
and bottom, wide open. 


After the first half hour, open grill and 


prick duck all over with a fork to let 
additional fat run out. Close for another 
half hour and check. The duck should be 
a nice golden color and the leg joints 
should be movable. 


In the meantime, prepare the following 


orange sauce: 
% to 1 cup giblet broth 
6 to 7 ounces good orange 


marmalade 


2 or 3 tablespoons white wine 


(dry vermouth or chablis) 
Little lemon juice 
Pinch of powdered garlic 


1 tablespoon cornstarch 


3 tablespoons water 
Combine the broth, marmalade, wine, 


lemon juice and garlic. Simmer until 
marmalade melts. Dissolve cornstarch in 
water and stir into sauce, cooking and 
stirring until slightly thickened and 
clear. 


After one hour of cooking, baste the 


duck. Baste two more times at ten min- 
ute intervals. The sauce thickens on the 
bird and makss a glaze. The duck is 
done after one half hour and 30 to 40 
minutes of cooking time. 


Cut duck completely in half and gar- 


nish with orange slices and parsley. 
Serve with 
additional orange sauce. 


Serves 2. 


BLUE CHEESE MEAT BALLS 


1 pound ground round steak 
1 slightly-beaten egg 
% clove pressed garlic 
Vz teaspoon salt 
2 ounces bleu cheese 


broken into 30 pieces 
Flour 


2 tablespoons shortening 
1 can bouillon 
Combine ground beef with egg, garlic 


and salt. Use one rounded measuring 
teaspoon of meat mixture per meat ball 
and shape around pieces of bleu cheese. 
Roll into flour and brown in shortening. 
(This can be done ahead of time and re- 
frigerated until serving time.)

And when you serve them — 
your family will send up cheers. 


All there is to an old-fashioned dump- 


ling is a cored and peeled apple, sugared 
and spiced, and surrounded by a flaky 
covering of pastry. The trick to tender 
pastry is not to overwork the dough. Ex- 
cess handling injures its delicate texture. 
If the pastry is lightly brushed with milk 
before going into the oven, it will help 
brown the dumplings for a pleasant, in-

Braised Pork with Applet 


Nothing is more taste tantalizing than 


a veal dish, properly prepared. As fla- 
vorful as any portion of the veal are loin 
chops. 


This is my adoption of an Austrian 


method of preparing the chops. To serve 
4, purchase 2 good-sized cuts and remove 
bone and tissue, reserving bones for soup 
on a later day. 


Cut the veal into four servings and 


pound with a metal or wood mallet until 
thin. Dust generously with flour. In a 
large skillet melt 2 tablespoons butter or 
margarine and brown cutlets, after sea- 
soning with salt and freshly ground pep- 
per, on both sides. Reserve and keep 
warm. 


Add another tablespoon of butter, re- 


duce heat and saute gently 2 small on- 
ions, peeled and sliced, and a 2% ounce 
can of sliced mushrooms-drained. Stir in 
1 teaspoon Hungarian paprika sweeter 
and more pungent than the domestic va- 
riety). 


Return the veal to the pan and add a 


mixture of % cup sour cream, % cup 
beef broth, and Vt cup dry red wine. Sim- 
mer until veal is very tender, 15 to 20 
minutes. 


THE ITALIAN method of preparing 


veal differs slightly but offers a change 
in flavor ingredients. Season the cutlets, 
dip in flour and brown on both sides in 
butter as above. Add % cup red wine and 


cook unti' it evaporates. Add Vt cup beef 
stock, cover the skillet and cook 10 min- 
utes until the veal is tender. Sprinkle 
with Vi cup grated parmesan cheese, 
cover again and cook until the cheese 
melts. 


In either case serve the cutlets on a 


very hot platter. 


Since these dishes are rich, you need 


serve only a green vegetable, such as 
frozen peas, and a crisp cole slaw for a 
well-balanced meal. 


HERE IS AN interesting sour cream 


cooked dressing for slaw. Mix thoroughly 
1 slightly beaten egg, V4 cup vinegar, 2 
teaspoons salt, 2 teaspoons sugar, 1 tea- 
spoon dry mustard, and 1/8 teaspoon 
pepper. 


Put in the top of a double boiler, add 1 


cup sour cream, and stir over low heat 
until thick. Use % cup of the dressing for 
each 2 cups of grated or sliced cabbage. 
For variety you can add to this dressing 
% teaspoon caraway seed or % teaspoon 
celery seed. I like to add to the cut cab- 
bage 1 tablespoon minced onion and % 
cup finely chopped green pepper.

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
% teaspoon salt 
2/3 cup shortening 


5 tablespoons cold water

apples 


% cup sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
Sift flour and salt into a bowl. Add 


shortening and cut it in with 2 knives or 
a pastry blender until the mixture re- 
sembles coarse crumbs. Sprinkle in the 
water. Mix lightly. Turn out onto a 
flour surface and shape into a ball. 
Roll dough 1/8 inch thick into a rectangle 
18x12 inches. Cut into six 6-inch squares. 
Pare apples and remove core. Place an 
apple in the center of each pastry 
square. Mix sugar and cinnamon and 
pour into the center of each. Dot with 
butter. Moisten edges of pastry and bring 
points over the apples and press them 
together. Place in a shallow baking pan. 
Brush the pastry lightly with milk, if de- 
sired. Bake in 400 degree oven 45 min- 
utes or until apples are tender and pas- 
try is brown. Serve warm with or with- 
out whipped cream. If any of the juice 
leaks into the pan, spoon over the dunp- 
lings when serving them.

IT I - Julia Child is fed up with 


people who denigrate American food and 
products. 


In an interview, the French Chef of 


educational television praised the quality 
of supermarket food in the Boston area 
where she lives and described French 
berf as "terrible." 


Mrs Child and her husband. Paul, 


share the feeling that the French — who 
are among the most outspoken critics of 
American fare — are only a generation 
or so away from eating their words, 
along with the kind of food they now tend 
tn critici/e 


The Childs spend part of each year at 


their second home near Grasse. in south- 
ern France. 


"French homemakers are like we were 


20 or 30 years ago." said Mrs. Child. 
"They have no help and they're getting 
h o m e f r e e z e r s and supermarkets. 
They're using a lot of our recipes now. 


"Young people are revolting against 


their parents' values. They're rebelling 
against what they call bourgeois de- 
cadence — including their parents' pre- 
occupation with food." 


She arlded that "le snack" is increas- 


ingly popular. That's an all-inclusive 
French phrase for such things as ham- 
b u r g e r s , hot dogs, beer, canned, 
CCHISCOIIS an Algerian stew and canned 


Haw To Buy 
Sirloin Steak 


If you want a large steak for company, 


a barbecue, or a family meal — a thick, 
tender, juicy sirloin is just the cut you're 
looking for. 


Sirioin steaks will weigh from I1;, to 


3'- pounds — or more depending on 
thickness. A single steak can easily serve 
five or more people. When buying a 
bone-in sirloin, allow 8 to 10 ounces per 
person for generous servings. To be sure 
that its natural tenderness and juiciness 
are retained, a sirloin steak should be at 
least an inch thick. 


Sirloins with a long, flat bone are 


slightly more tender than others — and 
also have the largest portion of tender- 
loin. Those with a small round or wedge- 
shaped 
bone 
have 
less 
bone 
and 


frequently less waste fat. Often, sirloin is 
sold as two boneless steaks — top sirloin 
and bottom sirloin. The top sirloin is 
more tender. 


U.S. Department of Agriculture grades 


are a good way to know the quality of 
the sirloin steak you buy. The grade en- 
closed in a shield will he stamped on the 
meat — or It may be shown on the label. 
Each grade represents a different quali- 
ty and is a reliable and consistent guide 
to tenderness, ,'uiciness, and flavor. 


Sirloin steak in any of the top three 


USDA grades — Prime. Choice, and 
Good — is suitable for broiling, pan-broil- 
ing and cooking over charcoal. An ex- 
cellent way to serve your sirloin is to 
slice it in thin, diagonal slices — arrange 
it on a large platter — and garnish it 
with cherry tomatoes and parsley. 


Kitchen Plannins 
o 


In planning a kitchen that really 


wwks. there are five "basics" to consid- 
er floor plan, lighting, countertops. cabi- 
nets nnd equipment. Individual require- 
ments vary, of course, but here are some 
important things to keep in mind. 


Floorplan — Equipment (sink, range, 


refrigerator) should be arranged so as to 
permit a logical flow of work from one 
spot to another. The floor itself presents 
you with an important decision: try a 
kitchen carpet, or a traditional resilient 
floor' Because kitchen carpets are rela- 
tively new there is little data on how 
they wear or resist staining. Thus, the 
Better Floors Council is recommending 
vinyl asbestos tile for kitchens. Its quali- 
ties are well known: grease, acid and 
stain resistant, long life and — most im- 
portant here — easy care. Spillage can 
be totally eradicated in seconds. 


Lighting — Plan it so you'll never be 


working in your own shadow. This means 
lights over counters, range and sink. 


Countertops — There should be counter 


space between the main work centers. 
You shouldn't have to carry an egg from 
the refrigerator across the room just to 
put it down. Counter surfaces can be of 
plastic-laminates or you can use the 
same vinyl asbestos tile that is on the 
floor. 


Cabinets — These are now made in ev- 


ery possible size and shape to take ad- 
vantage of every possible square inch of 
space, such as in corners and above 
equipment. 


Equipment — Built-lns are attractive, 


of course, but they are not essential to a 
functional kitchen. Be sure burner units 
•nd ovens are high enough and that re- 
frigerator/freezer doors open the right 
way and will not hit some other piece of 
equipment. 


paella, a Spanish casserole dish — all 
inexpensive 
products that are easily 


available at supermarkets in France. 


However, the Childs' defense of Ameri- 


can ingredients and cookery does not 
herald a change in the pattern of her 
prize-winning show, which recently be- 
gan its seventh season. 


In fact, the new shows will repeat 


many French classics from the original 
series, but with a new slant. 


Mrs. Child said she'll teach techniques 


— showing how the ability to make a 
chocolate mousse, for example, prepares 
you for making other dishes that require 
heating egg yolks in liquid so they thick- 
en. A program on sausage making pro- 
vides the basis for making meat stuff- 
ings, pates and terrines as well as the 
more familiar breakfast patties or links. 


Asked for her views on organic food 


and nutrition, Mrs. Child commented 
that, "Nutrition has been made to sound 
a nasty 
word. 
There's nothing in- 


compatible about good food and good nu- 


trition." 


She said a typical French diet is bal- 


anced nutritionally. It includes lots of 
green vegetables, salads and fresh fruit 
as well as potatoes, rice, meat and other 
protein foods. 


She theorized that 
Americans who 


equate French fare with a rich, high-cho- 
lesterol diet are basing their opinion on 
restaurant meals. 


"I think a lot of people who've eaten 


just tourist food with all those sauces 
don't realize that steak and pommes 
frites French fried potatoes are the na- 
tional dish. Sauces aren't used a great 
deal in home cooking." 


She said good nutrition also results 


from the Continental practice of offering 
small servings of many foods instead of 
massive servings of a few. She described 
as "an emotional reaction" the current 
attitude toward organic foods — meaning 
foods grown with natural instead of man- 
made fertilizers, pesticides, herbicides 
and fungicides. 


"It's rather like a cult in which people 


immediately 
think anything new and 


mass-produced is bad, and anything old 
and not mass-produced is good." 


Julie Child's homemade pork sausage 


meat is quick and easy to make. 


Put through fine blade of meat grinder 


l'/z pounds of lean fresh pork, such as 
fresh' ham, shoulder or loin, and % pound 
of fresh pork fat, such as fat back, belly, 
leaf lard or fat trimmed from a loin 
roast. Beat in % tablespoon of salt, % 
teaspoon of mixed, ground herbs and 
spices such as allspice, sage, paprika, 
bay leaf and thyme and V* teaspoon of 
freshly ground pepper. 


If desired, add a few spoonfuls of wa- 


ter as you beat the mixture to make a 
fluffy, 
homogeneous mass. 
Saute 
a 


spoonful to cook it completely; taste and 
adjust seasoning. Cover raw mixture and 
refrigerate 12 to 24 hours for full flavor 
to develop. Form into sausage cakes or 
make links with a sausage stuffer. 
Makes 4% cups or about 2 pounds.

one-quarter of the cost of the project for 
local funding. 


He would favor setting the project up 


on a revenue bond program payable by 
tie down and landing fees. 


JACK PRITZKER, a principal in the 


Centex Schaumburg Industrial Park, has 
promised to underwrite the project, put- 
ting the village in a position only to 
make up any deficit between this reve- 
nue and expenses. 


The center also would include a large 


commuter parking lot capable of accom- 
modating up to 3,500 automobiles. 


Atcher indicated the intention of the 


village as one of close cooperation with 
the Milwaukee Road and the Northwest 
Suburban Mass Transit District, which 
the railroad organized earlier this year. 


Timetable for the project would closely 


follow completion of the Elgin-O'Hare 
Expressway, which would provide an im- 
portant transportation link for the cen- 
ter. 


Included in expressway plans Is exten- 


sion of Gary Avenue north from Wheaton 
to connect with Springinsguth Road. 


ATCHER this week said Hoffman Es- 


tates has agreed to carry Springinsguth 
Road north to the southern edge of the 
Illinois Tollway. He also speculated the 
road, which will be widened to four 
lanes, might be extended north of the 
tollway connecting with Freeman Road. 


One of the staunchest supporters of the 


proposed center appears to be Mayor 
Robert Frantz of Roselle. 


Frantz emphasized Tuesday that his

Board's Turn To Decide Pact

Tonight it's the Schaumburg School 


Dist. 54 board members' turn to decide if 
they will ratify a salary contract ap- 
proved Monday by teachers in the 
Schaumburg Education Association. 


Negotiating teams from the SEA and 


Board of Education agreed on a salary 
package and now it's time to start on 
next year's salary and contract both say. 
How those negotiations will be conducted 
is still not settled. 


Negotiations have never before been 


concluded so late in the school year. 
Next year's salary negotiations could be 
conducted differently, according to the 
new SEA negotiating team chairman Da- 
vid Wilson. 


Wilson, president-elect, will assume 


chairmanship of the SEA negotiating 
team after the board of education's ac- 
tion Thursday, taking over for Mrs. Fe- 
licia Cichy, president of the SEA and 
spokesman for the teachers for the past 
two years. 


SHE SAID SEA structure calls for Wil- 


son's automatic chairmanship and her 
job, since teachers have voted to accept 
the contract, will be over the moment it 
is ratified by the Dist. 54 board. She will 
still be president of the SEA but Wilson 
will head the negotiating team. 


Wilson said his first action at a general 


meeting of the SEA scheduled yesterday 
would be to recruit negotiating team 
members. 


"We are just talking about getcing 


started now and it has to start with gath- 
ering a team," he said. Wilson plans to 
gather vital statistics from all teachers 
and will ask them to apply for member- 
ship on the negotiating team. 


He is looking for representation from 


the primary teachers and is hopeful that 
a judicious selection of team members 


will give a true representation of all 
teachers in the association, he said. 


"It's 
impossible to talk about what 


teachers will want next year," said Wil- 
son. 


Wilson sees "a whole lot of changes in 


the coming negotiations" and said this 
year's negotiating team went through a 
transitional year. 


' ' T H E R E ARE some necessary 


changes we will consider in the coming 
negotiations, said Wilson, but would not 
elaborate on them or how the changes 
would come about. 


Ronald Ruble, Dist. 54 negotiating 


team chairman said the board is ex- 
pected to approve a professional negotia- 
tion agreement at tonight's session. The 
agreement is not changed from the one 
that governed negotiations between the 


Dist. 54 board and teachers this year. 


It has been approved by the SEA and 


was signed by both Mrs. Cichy and the 
secretary, and is now submitted to the 
board for its approval, said Ruble. 


The contract primarily recognizes the 


SEA as an official body, and agreed to 
meet with its team as early as last 
month to talk salaries and other provi- 
sions for the 1972-73 school year. 


Drainage Ditch Safety Hazard Told 


An open drainage ditch seen as a po- 


tential safety hazard by a Hoffman Es- 
tates resident was brought to the atten- 
tion of the1 village board this week. 


Ken Bender, 110 Batavia Ln., said the 


ditch beli nd homes on his block contains 
drain tile and a culvert, but the tiled cul- 
vert has a gap two lots wide. It stops at 
the end of lot 114, and starts again at lot 
106, leaving Bender's lot and his neigh- 
bor's free to flood. 


When the ditch is not flooded, said 


Bender, it still has standing water. 
Weeds grow along the banks and mos- 
quitos breed in the area, he said. The 
ditch bottom is rocky and uneven, and 
could cause injuries if a child fell into it, 
he added. 


After prolonged rains, those lasting a 


few hours, the ditch overflows, flooding 
about 10 feet into his yard and whirls 
back into his neighbor's yard, said Bend- 
er. 


BENDER 
SAID he had contacted 


Trustee Edward Hennessy about the situ- 
ation, and invited him to inspect it. Hen- 
nessy confirmed the situation was as 
Bender described, and added he believed 
the two-lot gap is the only place in Par- 
cel B that still has an open drainage 


ditch. Where the culvert exists, on either 
side of the gap, the pipe is about four 
feet in diameter, said Hennessy, asking 
what would be required to connect the 
storm sewer. 


Bender concluded by saying he was 


concerned a child would go into the ditch 
or sewer pipe. 


Mayor Frederick Downey told Bender 


the village engineer or street department 
would be assigned to inspect the pipe, 
and report back to the board at next 
week's meeting. 


Some confusion apparently arose over 


a citizen request at a board meeting sev- 
eral weeks ago. Hennessy asked if any 
reply had been received from the state 
over a letter to have been written after a 
woman requested the village work to 
have a sidewalk installed along Roselle 
in the area around its intersections with 
Golf and Higgins roads. 


DOWNEY SAID no such letter had 


been written, and he did not recall the 
board directing one be sent. However, he 
and the board agreed to send one after 
Monday's meeting. The board agreed it

Board Of Education Gets 
Vote Of Confidence 


A News Analysis

A strong vote of confidence was given 


to the Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 
Board of Education Saturday when vot- 
ers overwhelmingly approved a two-part 
building program referendum. 


Despite its previous record of 13 suc- 


cessful referendums without a single de- 
feat, even some board members and ad- 
ministrators had doubts as to the out- 
come of this one. The present economy 
and tight money situation is not a favor- 
able setting for a referendum. This, com- 
bined with the statistic that last year 60 
per cent of the referendums in the state 
were defeated, led to some pessimism. 


This was apparently unwarranted as 


voters overwhelmingly approved the ref- 
erendum. This can be attributed to the 
fiscal responsibility the board has dis- 
played, the fact they hid no information 
mistakes in the past and just a general 
honesty ont he part of the board. 


APPROVAL MEANS the board can 


immediately release a general construc- 
tion contract with Kiendl Construction 
Co. of Chicago. Actual construction is ex- 
pected to start immediately. 


While getting construction under way 


on Palatine Hills Junior High has been 
given top priority, the administration, 
and board will also be able to start plan- 


ning for the construction of two ele- 
mentary schools, one to be opened in the 
western part of the district in 1973 or 
1974 and one to be opened in the southern 
part in 1974 or 1975. 


Voter approval of the referendum 'n- 


dicates voters favor long range planning 
(this one is four years) rather than hav- 
ing the board come to the voters each 
year for funds or coming to the voters 
two years after the school is needed and 
asking for funds. The results also in- 
dicate the voters have been satisfied with 
past planning by the board in its at- 
tempts to provide schools for students as 
they are needed and keep abreast of 
growth in the district. 


The voter turnout, which was 600 votes 


above the previous turnout, further in- 
dicates the board and administration did 
a good job informing people about the 
referendum. Although the time from 
when the board decided to hold the refer- 
endum and when it was held was shorter 
than anytime before, the planning and 
dissemination of information was much 
better. 


In the final analysis, one can only sur- 


mise that the results showed a strong 
vote of confidence in the board formed 
through the years and based on previous 
performance.

1848. 


Celebrates 125th Year This Month 
Church 'Reborn9 After Nearing Death 


The top of the tombstone has been 


eroded by a hundred years of rain, snow 
and wind. 


The name has disappeared but if you 


look closely you can see that the thin 
white stone stands over the grave of 
someone who was born in 1785 — prob- 
ably in Germany — and, who died in 
Long Grove in 1867. 


"There's a direct line leading from 


there to here," says Michael Paull as he 
looks out his office window toward the 
Long Grove Cemetery. 


Paull is minister of the Long Grove 


Community Church reportedly the oldest 
in the Chicago area. It celebrates its 
125th anniversary this month. 


The church nearly died 20 years ago 


but now, with the growth of the suburbs, 
it has a new life. 


Paull likes to describe his congregation 


as "alive," "vital" and "exciting" but he 
also talks about the continuity of the 
church founded by German farmers in 
1846. 


A FEW DESCENDANTS of those fami- 


lies still are members, along with large 
numbers of newer suburban arrivals in 


Long Grove, Buffalo Grove and sur- 
rounding towns. 


It is, Paull says, "a rare suburban 


church because of a rich mixture of 
people. There are many crosscurrents in 
the church. It's alive." 


The center of that life is the church, a 


simple, handsome white frame building 
begun in 1847 and dedicated a year later. 
The church has been enlarged and reno- 
vated several times, but it still looks 
much like its original design — a New 
England meeting house. 


The church began in 1846 when about 


125 families from Germany arrived. 
' ' T h e Protestants settled in Long 
Grove," says Mrs. Alexandra Dame. 
"The Catholics settled in Buffalo Grove 
and started St. Mary's." 


Mrs. Dame, a Buffalo Grove resident, 


has written a history of the United 
Church of Christ church. 


FOR TWO YEARS the farmers held 


services in their homes and barns as 
they built the church with their own 
hands and wood. 


On Palm Sunday, 1848, the Rev. John 


Dumser held the first service. It was in 
German, the language used in all the 
services until 1918. The first English lan- 
guage service was 'held that year, but the 
church's records were kept in German 
for another 12 years. 


Through the 19th Century and well into 


the 20th, the church flourished. In 1860 
the Sunday school was started, in 1863 
the parsonage was enlarged, in 1874 the 
church was enlarged and a steeple 
added, in 1900 the Ladies Aid was 
formed, in 1902 a new organ was in- 
stalled. It is still used. 


Women were granted the right to vote 


for a minister in 1923, and in 1940 the 
first woman was elected to a church of- 
fice. Then, in the 1940s, the church began 
to decline. 


"Many men left the farms during 


World War II and many of them did not 
return," says Mrs. Dame. 


"In 1950 the church was without a min- 


ister and the membership was down, so 
the church council asked the synod for 
advice. They advised that the church 
should be closed and the congregation 


should merge with another." 


BUT THE CHURCH council rejected 


the advice, found a new minister and 
kept the church open. In the 1950s the 
new suburbanites began building homes 
in the rolling countryside and the church 
began to grow again. It was renovated in 
the late '50s, and early '60s and in 1967 a 
hall, a large white frame building, was 
built. 


With 
the 
development 
of 
Buffalo 


Grove, the congregation has grown even 
larger. There are now 400 members, an 
increase of 225 in the past three years. 


With the change from a rural to subur- 


ban church has come a change in the 
church's mission, according to Paull. In 
its first century, the church had been iso- 
lated just as Long Grove itself had been. 


"Now," says Paull, "it is our desire 


and our design to serve the community 
at large. That's why it's called the Long 
Grove Community Church. We are trying 
to become more sensitive to the commu- 
nity, to each group with its own peculiar 
needs."

to finance the construction of a new fire 
station. 


Although some have said that bingo is 


only profitable if the games are con- 
ducted on a large scale, Winter said that 
is true "only if the players want it to be. 


"We have determined that if each 


player spends at least $4 each night the 
game will be profitable enough for us to 
run. We simply ask that the players keep 
in mind that we are running the game 
for one main purpose — to build a new 
fire station without a bond issue."

Here's Why 'Leaders 
For Day' Were Chosen

Wheeling officials were pleased 
as 


punch Monday with their new appoint- 
ments to the village manager's post and 
the village board. 


But it is hard tJ see the appointments 


as anything more than additional evi- 
dence that Wheeling government is an 
exclusive club with membership limited 
to a chosen few, 


Village Trustee Michael Valenza Mon- 


day gave a short speech about how he 
wasn't vindictive but would like to see 
the Herald retract its Oct. 13 editorial. In 
that editorial we said that the village 
board might appoint former trustee Ro- 
ger Strieker as the next village manager 
after the village was unable to find a 
professional manager willing to take a 
job in the midst of Wheeling's tightly 
knit political club. 


What Valenza apparently cannot see is 


that the appointment of George Passolt 
as village manager is not much better 
than appointing a former board member 
to the post. 


BOARD MEMBERS for years have 


been promising Wheeling residents they 
would have a 
professional 
manager, 


someone with actual training in the field 
and experience managing a town at least 
as large as Wheeling. 


Instead they have appointed Passolt, a 


man who has management experience 
but whose only expertise in planning, 
zoning or public administration is what 
he has learned on the job in Wheeling 
from local elected officials or from citi- 
zens serving on volunteer boards. 


George Passolt is a competent busi- 


nessman and an expert in the field of 
finance As Wheeling's finance director 
he has done an admirable job of spend- 
ing village money wisely. 


But as a village manager Passolt lacks 


the 
municipal government 
expertise 


Wheeling needs. 


In his performance as acting village 


manager, he has not shown the lead- 
ership 
qualities 
necessary 
to make 


strong, independent recommendations to 
the village board. 


VAI.ENZA HIMSELF described the sit- 


uation perfectly Monday when he said 
the board had been afraid to hire a man- 
ager from another state. "We were af- 
raid he would not be familiar with the 
way we do things . . . so for that reason 
we picked someone from within the fami- 
ly." Valenza said. 


While Valenza said he was talking

about familiarity with state statutes, it 
sounded as if he meant that the board 
was afraid a manager from outside 
Wheeling's governmental family might 
step on the toes of some local land baron 
or not understand when the board votes 
in a seemingly irrational way. An out- 
sider might not understand "the way we 
do things" in the village of Wheeling. 


The appointment of William Hein as 


the new village trustee is more evidence 
of the closed doors of Wheeling govern- 
ment. 


While the board had interested appli- 


cants from a great variety of village or- 
ganizations who represented varied view- 
points, Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
chose instead to promote Hein from his 
job on the village fire and police com- 
mission, thereby filling the empty seat 
with a man already involved in village 
government 


And there is already speculation in the 


village hall that the commission seat left 
vacant by Hein will be filled by former 
trustee Peter Egan, a family member if 
there ever was one. 


IN ADDITION, there's the plan com- 


mission seat Valenza vacated. 


The board is likely to fill that post with 


someone already serving on the village 
zoning board, explaining that they want 
better communication between the zon- 
ing board and the plan commission. 


While people already involved in vil- 


Inge government may have experience, 
they lack the fresh outlook which can 
help Wheeling's government achieve real 
progress. 


We think it would be much better for 


the village as a whole if that seat went to 
an outsider. 


Wheeling government is getting staler 


by the minute and it's high time some- 
body opened the doors and windows and 
let some fresh air in. 


Both funny and serious reasons were

THE LONG GROVE CHURCH celebrates its 125th anni- 
versary this month. The church was founded in 1846 by 
German farmers who also built the white "New England 


meeting house" style church. The church has been re- 
modeled several times but still looks much the same as 
it did when the first service was held on Palm Sunday in 
1848. 


Celebrates 125th Year This Month 
Church 'Reborn' After Nearing Death 


The top of the tombstone has been 


eroded by a hundred years of rain, snow 
and wind. 


The name has disappeared but if you 


look closely you can see that the thin 
white stone stands over the grave of 
someone who was born in 1785 — prob- 
ably in Germany — and, who died in 
Long Grove in 1867. 


"There's a direct line leading from 


there to here," says Michael Paull as he 
looks out his office window toward the 
Long Grove Cemetery. 


Paull is minister of the Long Grove 


Community Church reportedly the oldest 
in the Chicago area. It celebrates its 
125th anniversary this month. 


The church nearly died 20 years ago 


but now, with the growth of the suburbs, 
it has a new life. 


Paull likes to describe his congregation 


as "alive," "vital" and "exciting" but he 
also talks about the continuity of the 
church founded by German farmers in 
1846. 


A FEW DESCENDANTS of those fami- 


lies still are members, along with large 
numbers of newer suburban arrivals in 


Long Grove, Buffalo Grove and sur- 
rounding towns. 


It is, Paull says, "a rare suburban 


church because of a rich mixture of 
people. There are many crosscurrents in 
the church. It's alive." 


The center of that life is the church, a 


simple, handsome white frame building 
begun in 1847 and dedicated a year later. 
The church has been enlarged and reno- 
vated several times, but it still looks 
much like its original design — a New 
England meeting house. 


The church began in 1846 when about 


125 families from Germany arrived. 
' ' T h e Protestants settled in Long 
Grove," says Mrs. Alexandra Dame. 
"The Catholics settled in Buffalo Grove 
and started St. Mary's." 


Mrs. Dame, a Buffalo Grove resident, 


has written a history of the United 
Church of Christ church. 


FOR TWO YEARS the farmers held 


services in their homes and bams as 
they built the church with their own 
hands and wood. 


On Palm Sunday, 1848, the Rev. John 


Dumser held the first service. It was in 
German, the language used in all the 
services until 1918. The first English lan- 
guage service was held that year, but the 
church's records were kept in German 
for another 12 years. 


Through the 19th Century and well into 


the 20th, the church flourished. In 1860 
the Sunday school was started, in 1863 
the parsonage was enlarged, in 1874 the 
church was enlarged and a steeple 
added, in 1900 the Ladies Aid was 
formed, in 1902 a new organ was in- 
stalled. It is still used. 


Women were granted the right to vote 


fa* a minister in 1923, and in 1940 the 
first woman was elected to a church of- 
fice. Then, in the 1940s, the church began 
to decline. 


"Many men left the farms during 


World War II and many of them did not 
return," says Mrs. Dame. 


"In 1950 the church was without a min- 


ister and the membership was down, so 
the church council asked the synod for 
advice. They advised that the church 
should be closed and the congregation 


should merge with another." 


BUT THE CHURCH council rejected 


the advice, found a new minister and 
kept the church open. In the 1950s the 
new suburbanites began building homes 
in the rolling countryside and the church 
began to grow again. It was renovated in 
the late '50s, and early '60s and in 1967 a 
hall, a large white frame building, was 
built. 


With 
the 
development of 
Buffalo 


Grove, the congregation has grown even 
larger. There are now 400 members, an 
increase of 225 in the past three years. 


With the change from a rural to subur- 


ban church has come a change in the 
church's mission, according to Paull. In 
its first century, the church had been iso- 
lated just as Long Grove itself bad been. 


"Now," says Paull, "it is our desire 


and our design to serve the community 
at large. That's why it's called the Long 
Grove Community Church. We are trying 
to become more sensitive to the commu- 
nity, to each group with its own peculiar 
needs."

Incinerator 
Issue Will 
Be 'Cleared? 


The head of PEP (Problems and Envi- 


ronmental Pollution) will come to Buf- 
falo Grove tonight "to clear up some 
misunderstandings" about his group's 
role in the garbage incinerator con- 
troversy. 


Clayton Brown, PEP president, will be 


the first of four speakers at the program 
in St. Mary's School Hall on Buffalo 
Grove Road. The program begins at 8 
p.m. 


Brown said yesterday that one aspect 


of the controversy — the reports that 
three Buffalo Grove villsige trustees fa- 
vor the incinerator — is the result of a 
misunderstanding. 


"Two, or possibly three" trustees told 


a PEP official that "they were satisfied 
with Arlington Heights' study of the in- 
cinerator proposal," Brown said. "They 
did not say they favored the incinerator, 
just that they were satisfied with the 
way Arlington was going into the study." 


The story, Brown said, apparently was 


distorted in subsequent retellings. 


Monday night members of the Buffalo 


Grove Environmental Commission met 
with trustees in a secret village board 
session and questioned them about the 
reports. All denied they had said they 
favored the incinerator. 


BROWN ALSO SAID that some Buffalo 


Grove opponents of the incinerator as- 
sume that PEP favors the plan. The as- 
sumption, he said, is based on PEP's re- 
fusal to oppose the incinerator. 


His group will take a stand on the plan, 


Brown said. "But we won't take a posi- 
tion until the Arlington Heights study is 
complete," he said. 


The Arlington Heights Environmental 


Control Commission and that village's fi- 
nance committee are studying the $4.5 
million proposal. 


Joining Brown at St. Mary's tonight 


will be Arthur Buehler, an employe of an 
incinerator company "who knows much 
about solid waste disposal," Brown said. 


Other speakers will be Richard Daw- 


son, director of environmental health for 
the Village of Palatine, and Ernest Har- 
din of the state Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. 


Vote To Recommend 
Zoning For Sign

Here's Why 'Leaders 
For Day' Were Chosen

Wheeling officials were pleased 
as 


punch Monday with their new appoint- 
ments to the village manager's post and 
the village board. 


But it is hard U see the appointments 


us anything more than additional evi- 
dence that Wheeling government is an 
exclusive club with membership limited 
to a chosen few. 


Village Trustee Michael Valenza Mon- 


day gave a short speech about how he 
wasn't vindictive but would like to see 
the Herald retract its Oct. 13 editorial. In 
that editorial we said that the village 
board might appoint former trustee Ro- 
ger Strieker as the next village manager 
after the village was unable to find a 
professional manager willing to take a 
job in the midst of Wheeling's tightly 
knit political club. 


What Valenza apparently cannot see is 


that the appointment of George Passolt 
as village manager is not much better 
than appointing a former board member 
to the post. 


BOARD MEMBERS for years have 


been promising Wheeling residents they 
would have a 
professional manager, 


someone with actual training in the field 
and experience managing a town at least 
as large as Wheeling. 


Instead they have appointed Passolt. a 


man who has management experience 
but whose only expertise in planning, 
zoning or public administration is what 
he has learned on the job in Wheeling 
from local elected officials or from citi- 
zens serving on volunteer boards. 


George Passolt is a competent busi- 


nessman and an expert in the field of 
finance. As Wheeling's finance director 
he has done an admirable job of spend- 
ing village money wisely. 


But as a village manager Passolt lacks 


the 
municipal 
government expertise 


Wheeling needs. 


In his performance as acting village 


manager, he has not shown the lead- 
ership 
qualities 
necessary 
to make 


strong, independent recommendations to 
the village board. 


VALENZA HIMSELF described the sit- 


uation perfectly Monday when he said 
the board had been afraid to hire a man- 
ager from another state. "We were af- 
raid he would not be familiar with the 
way we do things . . . so for that reason 
we picked someone from within the fami- 
ly." Valenza said. 


While Valenza said he was talking

about familiarity'with state statutes, it 
sounded as if he meant that the board 
was afraid a manager from outside 
Wheeling's governmental family might 
step on the toes of some local land baron 
or not understand when the board votes 
in a seemingly irrational way. An out- 
sider might not understand "the way we 
do things" in the village of Wheeling. 


The appointment of William Hein as 


the new village trustee is more evidence 
of the closed doors of Wheeling govern- 
ment. 


While the board had interested appli- 


cants from a great variety of village or- 
ganizations who represented varied view- 
points, Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon 
chose instead to promote Hein from his 
job on the village fire and police com- 
mission, thereby filling the empty seat 
with a man already involved in village 
government. 


And there is already speculation in the 


village hall that the commission seat left 
vacant by Hein will be filled by former 
trustee Peter Egan, a family member if 
there ever was one. 


IN ADDITION, there's the plan com- 


mission seat Valenza vacated. 


The board is likely to fill that post with 


someone already serving on the village 
zoning board, explaining that they want 
better communication between the zon- 
ing board and the plan commission. 


While people already involved in vil- 


lage government may have experience, 
they lack the fresh outlook which can 
help Wheeling's government achieve real 
progress. 


We think it would be much better for 


the village as a whole if that seat went to 
an outsider. 


Wheeling government is getting staler 


by the minute and it's high time some- 
body opened the doors and windows and 
let some fresh air in. 


Both funny and serious reasons were 


cited in essays by students at James 
Fenimore Cooper Junior High School in 
Buffalo Grove for becoming village offi- 
cials for the day. 


In all, 17 students were selected on the 


basis of their essays for the honor. The 
youngsters attended Monday's Buffalo 
Grove village board meeting and held 
their own "mock" village board meeting 
to gain insight into how their village op- 
erates. 


Doug Jayes was selected to be village 


engineer but in his essay he told why he 
would like to be the police chief. 


"The reason why I'd like to be a gov- 


ernment official of Buffalo Grove is that 
I'd think it would be an interesting op- 
portunity. It would be an educational 
chance to see how a police chief runs 
his station and keeps control over his 
men." 


Tracy Polli, selected as village clerk, 


said she'd like to be a village official be- 
cause, "I would like to see how they 
work and what they are doing for us. I 
would like to see how much they are 
being pressured to do things." 


Dorothy Hubert, selected to be village 


trustee, said she would like the job be- 
cause, "I would enjoy the meeting of oth- 
er people and the debates and the agree- 
ments of different people.

Million Hicks Road Project Explained 


by MARGE FERROLI 


Four buildings, and possibly five, will 


be razed to make room for improvement 
and widening of a six-mile stretch of 
Hicks Road from Euclid Avenue in Roll- 
ing Meadows to Dundee Road north of 
Palatine. 


Some 75 persons, most of them objec- 


tors to the proposal, gathered at William 
Fremd High School Tuesday night to 
hear road improvement plans presented 
by the state division of highways at a 
public hearing. 


Plans for the $9 million project call for 


the initial contract to be let by the state 
sometime in 1973, with overall construc- 
tion during three building seasons con- 
cluding in 1975. 


The most building destruction and 


right-of-way acquisition by the state will 
occur at and around the intersection of 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks, Hicks and Northwest Highway in 
Palatine. According to the existing plans, 
Busch Auto Service Station, Marc-Terry 
Motors and an office building at Ken- 
nilworth and Linden will be razed in this 
area. 


Regal Realty at the intersection of 


Baldwin and Hicks near the Palatine 
Plaza will be destroyed to allow for con- 


struction of a new intersection with a 
constant traffic flow from Baldwin to 
Hicks. 


Plans are not defini 9 on what action 


will be taken on the Dawg Hut hot dog 
stand at Northwest Highway, Parallel 
and Hicks. 


THE ROAD IMPROVEMENTS basi- 


cally include: 


—Widening Hicks to four lanes with a 


16-foot'inountable median from Euclid to 
the tracks and from Baldwin Road north 
to Rand Road; 


—Widening Northwest Highway from 


four to si.t lanes from the tracks to Bald- 
win with a 14-foot mountable median; 


—Construction of an underpass 
for 


Hicks below the railroad tracks with a 
14-foot, six-inch clearance which would 
accommodate all trucks; 


—Improvement of Northwest Highway 


from Greenwood to Hicks on four lanes 
with a 16-foot median. 


Right-of-way acquisition by the state 


mainly involves taking 17 feet on the 
west side of Hicks from Northwest High- 
way to Colfax and 15 feet from Nelsons 
Realty to Robertson Drive, with a few 
exceptions. There is basically no right-of- 
way acquisition on the east side of Hicks, 


although there are a few spots for acqui- 
sition of 10 feet. 


Continuous curb and gutter will be in- 


stalled along the road with storm sewers. 
Ted Lambousis, location engineer for the 
state, said water discharge will be made 
in Buffalo Creek north of Dundee Road 
and in Salt Creek near Pebble Creek 
Drive. These discharges will be done in 
accordance with regulations for the Salt 
Creek Watershed program to avoid flood- 
ing, he said. 


Although many of the objectors felt a 


six-lane improvement was unnecessary 
to accommodate traffic, Lambousis said 
projected traffic counts at Hicks and 
Northwest Highway total more than 
30,000 cars per day. 


"FOUR LANES just won't do it," he 


said. Merging traffic from Northwest 
Highway onto Hicks where the two roads 
join also requires six lanes to allow the 
traffic to flow properly. 


He explained 14 and 16-foot medians 


will be installed primarily for safety 
r e a s o n s to provide a sheltered left 
turn bay for motorists rather than tie up 
traffic with left turns. The median can 
also be used by pedestrians as a safety 
island in crossing the road. 


The road will be paved so there is a 


constant traffic flow north on Hicks 
where Hicks separates from Baldwin 
east of the Palatine Plaza. 


Most objectors at the hearing ques- 


tioned how they will be compensated for 
complete and partial building damage 
and the loss of parking because of the 
right-of-way acquisition. 


Highway division representatives ex- 


plained independent appraisers would be 
contracted by the state to assess the 
damages and losses to businesses and 
would acquire land for the fair cash mar- 
ket value. Both tenants and owners of 
buildings would be compensated for their 
losses. A reimbursement from the state 
is also provided to cover moving costs 
for those that must relocate their busi- 
nesses. 


Palatine Village Mgr. Berton Braun 


also told the businessmen a cooperative 
venture between them and the village 
could be worked out to provide more off- 
street parking. 


Although some objectors suggested on- 


street parallel parking be allowed on 
Hicks during non-rush hour periods, 
Braun said he would recommend against 
such a solution. 


LARRY KNAACK, owner of Regal 


Realty, one of the buildings to be razed, 


submitted drawings and aerial photos to 
document an alternative design of the 
Baldwin-Hicks intersection. He said the 
state in its plans had not adequately ac- 
commodated traffic in and out of Pala- 
tine Plaza with the new intersection. 


Residents in the Pebble Creek subdivi- 


sion also requested a non-mountable me- 
dian be installed along Hicks from Bald- 
win to Carpenter to prevent traffic from 
flowing into the subdivision streets from 
the apartments in the Sellergren project. 


"There will be lots of young people 


with fast driving autos living in those 
apartments," one resident said, request- 
ing the separation be included in the 
state's plans. 


Rolling Meadows Alderman Tom Scan- 


Ion also suggested the division of high- 
ways install four traffic lights at Euclid 
and Hicks and at Kirchoff and Hicks in 
the city as part of the total project, inter- 
sections he said are now problem areas. 


Highway officials said they would take 


all 
objections 
and recommendations 


made at the hearing into consideration 
before drafting a final plan for th eroafl 
improvement. 


Additional comments will be accepted 


in mailed statements by the division ol 
highways until Nov. 16.

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$9 Million Hicks Road 
Improvement Plan Told

Knur buildings, and possibly five, will 


be razed to make room for improvement 
and widening of a six-mile stretch of 
Hicks Road from Euclid Avenue in Roll- 
ing Meadows to Dundee Road north of 
Palatine 


Some 75 persons, most of them objec- 


tors to the proposal, gathered at William 
Kremd High School Tuesday night to 
hear road improvement plans presented 
by the state division of highways at a 
public hearing. 


Plans for the $9 million project call for 


the initial contract to be let by the state 
sometime in 1973, with overall construc- 
tion during three building seasons con- 
cl'.idinE in 1975. 


The most building destruction 
and 


right-of-way acquisition by the state will 
occur at and around the intersection of 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
iracks. Hicks and Northwest Highway in 
Palatine. According to the existing plans, 
Rtisch Auto Service Station, Marc-Terry 
Motors and an office building at Ken- 
nilworth and Linden will be razed in this 
area. 


Regal Realty at the intersection of 


Baldwin and Hicks near the Palatine 
Plaza will be destroyed to allow for con- 
s'ruction of a new intersection with a 
constant traffic flow from Baldwin to 
flicks. 


Plans are not definite on what action 


will be taken on the Dawg Hut hot dog 
stand at Northwest Highway, Parallel 
and Hicks. 


THE ROAD IMPROVEMENTS basi- 


cally include: 


-Widening Hicks to four lanes with a 


IK-foot mountable median from Euclid to 
the tracks and from Baldwin Road north 
to Rand Road; 


—Widening Northwest Highway from 


four to six lanes from the tracks to Bald- 
win with a 14- oot mountable median; 


—Construction of an underpass for 


Hicks below the railroad tracks with a 
11-foot, six-inch clearance which would 
accommodate all trucks; 


—Improvement of Northwest Highway 


from Greenwood to Hicks on four lanes 
with a 16-foot median. 


Right-of-way acquisition by the state 


mainly involves taking 17 feet on the 
west side of Hicks from Northwest High- 
way to Colfax and 15 feet from Nelsons 
Realty to Robertson Drive, with a few 
exceptions. There is basically no right-of- 
way acquisition on the east side of Hicks, 
although there are a few spots for acqui- 
sition of 10 feet. 


Continuous curb and gutter will be in- 


stalled along the road with storm sewers. 
Ted Lambousis. location engineer for the 
state, said water discharge will be made 
in Buffalo Creek north of Dundee Road 
and hi Salt Creek near Pebble Creek 
Drive. These discharges will be done in 
accordance with regulations for the Salt 
Creek Watershed program to avoid flood- 
ing, he said. 


The road will be paved so there is a 


constant traffic 
flow north on Hicks 


where Hicks separates from Baldwin 
east of the Palatine Plaza. 


Residents in the Pebble Creek subdivi- 


sion also requested a non-mountable me- 
dian be installed along Hicks from Bald- 
win to Carpenter to prevent traffic from 
flowing into the subdivision streets from 
the apartments in the Sellergren project. 


Highway division representatives ex- 


plained independent appraisers would be 
contracted by the state to assess the 
damages and losses to businesses and 
would acquire land for the fair cash mar- 
ket value. Both tenants and owners of 
buildings would be compensated for their 
losses. A reimbursement from the state 
is also provided to cover moving costs 
for those that must relocate their busi- 
nesses.

Ion also suggested the division of high- 


ways install four traffic lights at Euclid 
and Hicks and at Kirchoff and Hicks in 
the city as part of the total project, inter- 
sections he said are now problem areas.

OTSD Residents Must Get 
County Permit For Sewer 


The controversy over the need for 


cntinty building permits for home sewer 
construction in Prospect Heights has 
been settled 


Michael Saken, an assistant state's at- 


torney, said a court order will be issued 
by the end of this week stating that resi- 
rlents in the Old Town Sanitary District 
area of Prospect Heights must secure 
rminty building permits before having 
their home sewers hooked into OTSD 
lines However, he said, the county will 
t.-ike no action against residents who re- 
ceived violation notices last summer be- 
cause they failed to secure the county 
permits 


The settlement was reached recently 


through a series of conferences held be- 
tween attorneys for the county building 
;md zoning department and the OTSD. 
SnkFn said the agreement will become 
official when the court order is issued. 


Saken said that under the court order 


agreement, "Residents will apply for 
building permits from the county build- 
ing and zoning department. We have fa- 
cilitated the procedure by allowing them 
to mail in their applications." He said 
that under the agreement the OSTD is to 
notify the county department as to up- 
coming installations, "and we will have 
our inspector there." 


ACCORDING TO SAKEN, all but two 


of the residents who got violations no- 
tices last summer can now disregard 
them. He said that in those two ex- 
ceptions, the installations will have to be 
inspected by county officials because 
"we consider them to be dangerously 
close to wells." William Harris said that 
the sanitary sewers should be at least 10 
feet away from any watt- well facilities. 
The two in question are closer than that. 


Home sewer hookups had been halted 


in October by a restraining order se- 
cured by county officials. They got the 


order after they learned sewer hookups 
were being installed after the matter had 
gone to court. The continuation of the in- 
stallations was a violation of a court or- 
der, they said. 


The dispute began last summer with 


the issuance of the violation notices. 
County building officials told residents 
they could disregard the notices until 
county legal representatives looked into 
the matter of jurisdiction for such in- 
stallations. 


Later the county department pressed 


its requirement for county permits. 
OTSD then filed a suit to block the coun- 
ty department from what the OTSD con- 
sidered "harrassment." This prompted a 
countersuit from the county building de- 
partment seeking to require the building 
permits. 


Saken said that with the court or Jer 


this week, the two suits and the restrmn- 
ing order will be dismissed.

general state aid after levying its first

$1 74 As a result, two dual districts re- 
ceive less state aid than a unit district 
would in the same area. 


A move has been underway in the leg- 


islature to achieve equality of support 
between dual and unit school districts. 
This year, because of those efforts, the 
minimum rate for dual districts was re- 
duced from 90 cents to 87 cents 


Board Pres. Harold Harvey said "As 


long as the Downstate legislators are in 
the position they are, and as long as Chi- 
cago is a separate situation, we are go- 
ing to have to face this inequality "

concern 


that "we are the only ones interested in 
this," and that other area districts would 
not like Dist. 59 suggesting a merger. 


Erviti said he has talked with other 


superintendents in the Dist. 214 area and 
"each individual has a different position. 
At least one superintendent is now will- 
ing to look at recombination." 


BOARD MEMBERS agreed the idea 


should be suggested to other boards 
through the letter from Harvey, and em- 


phasized they were not sure whether fi- 
nal action to consolidate would result 
from a study.

Flood insurance, generally unavailable 


fiorn private agencies, may soon he open 
d> many Arlington Heights residents un- 
der the auspices of the I' S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


Monday night voted to instruct Village 
F'.nKineer Allen Sander to submit docu- 
mentation to Hl'D which, if approved, 
w i l l al'ow residents living in designated 
flooding areas to apply for special flood 
insurance at a nominal cost 


The federally subsidized insurance is 


designed for sale through regular insur- 
ance brokers to the owners of single and 
small 
multi-family dwellings. It also 


would cover small businesses. 


AI.THOIX.H the village does have a 


systematic program of flood control 
using detention basins and storm sewers, 
flooding does become a problem for 
some residents, particularly at times of 
unusually heavy ram 


In June. l!Hi7, rain fell at the rate of 


five inches per hour for some 15 minutes 
and ciuued damage to many homes and 
businesses 


Under provisions of the National Flood 


Insurance Act. which was enacted in 1968 
iiiifl amended in l!Mi9, single-family resi- 
dences would be eligible for up to $17.500 
worth of insurance for a premium of 
about $70. 


Multi-family buildings, up to four fami- 


lies, and small businesses could apply for 
$10.000 coverage. 


Insurance in the amount of $5,000 also 


is available to cover a building's contJits 
for about $25. 


Before residents can apply for the 3 >e- 


cial insurance, the village has to su.) >ly 
maps and a report on flooding patterns 
to HUD for approval. Once the village as 
a whole is judged eligible, individual ap- 
plications from homeowners and busi- 
nessmen will be examined. 


.SANDER SAID that while the insur- 


ance was created principally to wer 
flooding from rivers and along c >as ,al 
areas, it also applies to damage c lused 
by the overflow of storm sewers, creeks 
and ot ler retention facilities. 


The Ivy Hill subdivision and other 


areas in north Arlington Heights, in- 
cluding as yet unincorporated land along 
Rand Road, have had water runoff prob- 
lems in the past. 


The National Flood Insurance Act also 


covers damage from mudslides, but this 
has generally not been a problem in Ar- 
lington Heights, Sander said. 


"We may only have two residents ap- 


ply for this insurance," he said. "But we 
wanted to be sure that they at least had 
the option to do so." 


Municipalities interested in the special 


insurance coverage were asked to make 
application before Dec. 31. 


Sander said he did not know just how 


long the application procedure would 
take, but added that he would keep the 
village board and administration posted 
on the status of the insurance program.

Ridge Street, between Campbell and 


Eastman, is a big, open gouge today. 


Three blocks of Ridge have been rip-

The street is a construction zone now,

Allen Sander, Arlington Heights village 


engineer, said the work on Ridge began 
two weeks ago and should be completed 
no later than Dec. 15, 10 days before 
Christmas. 


The village is widening the street to 


two full lanes with parking in anticipa- 
tion of the eventual connection to Walnut, 
just across the railroad tracks, making it 
a thoroughfare. 


A new water main has been installed 


and the Illinois Commerce Commission 
has ruled that cost of the grade crossing 
be split by the village of Arlington 
Heights and the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ky. A special assessment for paving 
Ridge, however, has been held up in 
court, where it is still pending. 


WORK ON RIDGE began abqut two 


weeks ago. 


And the big gouge has given nearby 


homeowners their share of headaches. 


Take Mr. and Mrs. William Dacus, 517 


Wing, for instance: 


"Well, it's an inconvenience, that's for 


sure. We have to park our car on Wing 
now, because the entrance to our garage 
is on Ridge. 


"Seems like the street is getting closer 


to our home, which we don't like. We've 
lived here 11 years. I understand they're 
widening it seven feet on either side," 
said Dacus. 


"And 
then there's the kids," his wife 


said. 


"They come through our yard twice a 


day on their way to and from school . . . 
by foot and bike. They've ruined our car- 
rots in the garden. We put some planks 
out so they would walk or ride across 
without stepping in the mud, but they 
don't use them much." 


Then Dacus said, "It hasn't been bad 


though, other than that. There's been no 
destruction. And no one's been hurt. 


"But there's one other thing,,. all the 


cars that come down Wing and have to 
turn around when they see it's closed . .. 
the neighbors don't like that very much," 
he said. 


ANOTHER RESIDENT, Mrs. Richard 


Jacklow, who lives in a big barn house at 
the corner of Campbell and Ridge, said 
construction work has inconvenienced 
her too. 


"We have to park our car on Wing 


Street and walk a block because the en- 
trance to our garage is on Ridge. We 
have a big house, but a small lot and it's 
getting smaller, thanks to the street wid- 
ening. 


"Say, you want to know what I think of 


Arlington Heights? I think it stinks! I 
won't go into it all, but it's been one bad 
thing after another with the village, since 
we moved here two years ago. We came 
from Elk Grove Village. 


"But you can't stop construction ... no 


. . . you can complain all you want, but 
it doesn't do any good. They put it 
through anyway.

BLUE NUN 
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'Bonnie And Clyde9 Who Robbed Bank Here Meet Death 


by ROGER CAPETT1NI 


A husband-and-wife holdup team, de- 


scribed as a modern-day "Bonnie and 
Clyde." have met violent deaths at the 
end of a five-state robbery-kidnap spree 
that included a July stickup of a Des 
Plaines bank. 


Des Plaines police said yesterday the 


stickup man was killed in a Shootout dur- 
ing a New Jersey bank robbery after he 
murdered one policeman and wounded 
another. His wife, who escaped the gun- 
fight, shot herself a week later. 


T h e couple, Christopher 
Francis 


McCarthy, 41, and his wife Elayne, 39, 
are the robbers who held up the Des 


Plaines Trust and Savings Bank July 19, 
according to police. The pair escaped 
with more than $1,900 in cash after 
McCarthy passed a note demanding mon- 
ey to a teller at the bank, 1223 Oakton St. 


Des Plaines Det. Herb Volberding said 


the McCarthys also may have been re- 
sponsible for the armed robbery of the 
Holiday Inn, Mannheim Road and Touhy 
Avenue, July 18. 


THE DETECTIVE SAID McCarthy's 


fingerprints match those found on the 
vent window and rear view mirror of a 
stolen car found abandoned in Des 
Plaines three days after the local bank 
robbery. The car, stolen in Detroit, 


matched the description of the car used 
in the stickup. 


McCarthy entered the local bank 


around noon the day of the robbery with 
a gun wrapped in a newspaper and or- 
dered teller Patricia Richter to fill a 
large bag with money. He then ran east 
from the bank with $1,938 and jumped 
into a car parked on Spruce Street. The 
auto, driven by a woman with long, dark 
hair, sped south on Spruce and then onto 
Mannheim Road. 


A day earlier, a gunman with a similar 


description robbed desk clerks at the 
Holiday Inn of $169 after asking for a 
newspaper. McCarthy was described in 


separate incidents as being anywhere 
from 20 to 35 years old and having gray, 
brown and then blonde hair. 


McCarthy, who often used the alias 


"Chris Parker," had a criminal record 
dating back tp 1951. A high school drop- 
out, he was sent to the Ohio State Peni- 
tentiary after being convicted of first-de- 
gree murder in December, 1967, in Cleve- 
land. 


ALMOST A YEAR earlier, McCarthy 


put a bullet in the head of a westside 
C l e v e l a n d barber, Max Fischer. 
McCarthy, a known gambler in Cleve- 
land at the time, reportedly shot the 71- 
year-old barber during an argument over 


gambling debts. 


He was sentenced to life imprisonment 


for the murder, and began serving his 
time Dec. 14, 1967, according to police 
records. McCarthy was assigned to the 
Catholic chapel inside the penitentiary, 
and in April 1971 was placed on "honor 
status," and was reassigned to the 
records office. 


McCarthy was not inside the prison 


May 5, however. Reportedly he was 
mowing the lawn at the warden's home 
when he walked away. 


Five days later McCarthy and his wife 


held up a savings and loan association in

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Oakton Campus Site Will 
Be Announced Wednesday

The Oakton Community College board 


of trustees set Wednesday for announce- 
ment of a permanent campus site Tues- 
day night after Trustee Raymond Hart- 
stem criticized the board's site com- 
mittee for being "inefficient" and "scc- 
rtiivc " 


Hartstein, former board president, em- 


phasized that he is also critical of the 
board's two other two-man committees, 
terming them "committees of delay and 
not of action " 


During an executive session after a 


lengthy debate on the effectiveness of the 
board's present committees, trustees de- 
cided to announce Oakton's permanent 
campus site Nov. 10. 


The debate was sparked by Hartstein's 


resignation from the site c o m m i t t e e 
which he said "is not running Its busi- 
ness efficiently." Trustee Stephen Loska 
is chairman and the only other member 
of the site committee. 


"During a six-month period there were 


very few times I was called or consulted 
about working on a permanent site for 
Onkton unless I pushed it. There were 
times when the chairman took action on 
his own by calling and tallying the other 
trustees." said Hartstcm, former board 
president. 


"I WANT TO MAKE a contribution. I 


feel that as a member of the board as a 


whole I can perhaps be more effective 
than I was on the site committee," Hart- 
stein said. 


In response to Hartstein's comments, 


Loska said, "When I came aboard there 
was a 
hang-fire of money-spending 


agenda items that had to be muddled 
through. With Hartstein's permission I 
weeded through many of these myself. 


"There was a dormancy about finding 


a site for some time. For two months 
virtually no contact was made between 
myself and Hartstein about a site. I had 
had no word from him about his travel 
time or his availability. We were a com- 
mittee of two, but only one of us was 
available. There very definitely was a 
time we didn't work as a committee," 
Loska said. 


"I have never taken action on my own. 


I have done information gathering on my 
own. Most of site's work lately has been 
executive work. As a result, we may 
have left the public in the blank about 
what the site committee has been 
doing," Loska said. 


Hartstein agreed that the public has 


been deprived of knowledge about the 
status of a permanent campus site." 
With these kinds of study committees we 
should bring all matters discussed to the 
board and to the public regularly," Hart- 
stein said.

Hartstein later agreed to retain his po-

more efficiently," Hartstein said.

THE WOMAN, Susan Howrani, told po- 


lice she was later taken into a wooded 
area 70 miles from Detroit and beaten. 
A. R. Kerr, undersheriff of Lewanee 
County, Mich., said the woman was beat- 
en unconscious and left In the woods. She 
later regained consciousness and flagged 
down a passing car. Miss Howrani was 
hospitalized near Adrian, Mich., and then 
transferred to a Detroit hospital, Ken- 
said. 


Miss Howrani, whose car was the one 


used in the Des Plaines robberies, police 
said, has since identified the McCarthys 
through photographs as the ones who kid- 
napped, beat and robbed her. 


From Des Plaines, the McCarthys 


apparently drove to St. Louis where they 
are believed to have robbed the Mercan- 
tile Commerce Trust Co., Aug. 11. 


Next the pair turned up in Youngs- 


town, Ohio, where Elayne purchased 
two guns — one of which her husband 
later used to kill a policeman. 


THE END OF THE TRAIL of terror 


for Christopher McCarthy came at a 
shopping center on U.S. Rte. 1 in Edison 
N.J.. Sept. 16. 


Capt. Raymond Milcsik of the Edison 


Police Department, said McCarthy en- 
tered the First Federal Savings and Loan 
in the Menlo Park Shopping Center that 
day and passed a note to the teller. 


"He had a manila envelope," Milcsik 


said, "and told the teller to fill it up. She 
obeyed." The detective said the teller 
also activated a silent alarm and two po- 
liceman responded. 


"It was just a coincidence. The police- 


men just happened to be in the shopping 
center, so they were there in a few mo- 
ments," Milcsik said. He explained that 
as the patrolmen's car approached the 
building, they saw a man walking out but 
"he was so well-dressed I guess they 
didn't suspect him." 


When they saw the man pull a gun 


from his jacket, however, the policemen 
dropped down in their seats to avoid 
being shot. 


"The driver lost control of the car and 


it jumped the curb and crashed into the 
building," Milcsik said. "Then McCarthy 
came over to the driver's side window 
and pumped five shots into the car." 


Two of the shots hit Frank Papaianni 


Jr., two others hit William Gorman. 
Seriously wounded, Gorman was able 
to return the fire and McCarthy was 
dead. Papaianni, the driver, died in a 
nearby hospital two hours later. Gor- 
man is still trying to learn how to walk 
again. 


MILCSIK SAID that while the robbery 


was in progress a second car was parked 
at the drive-in window. "As the squad 
car approached this car took off. We 
think it was his wife, but we could never 
find her." 


Youngstown police found her one week 


later, dead in a hotel room she checked 
into Sept. 21. The second gun Elayne 
McCarthy had purchased in that town 
before the disastrous robbery attempt 
also found in the room.

NEA Opposes 
Revenue 
Sharing Plan 


The president of the National Educa- 


tion Association (NEA) recently opposed 
the Nixon administration's special reve- 
nue sharing program. He urged Congress 
to fully fund existing educational pro- 
grams and provide more federal aid be- 
fore changing the method of financing. 


The administration's special revenue 


sharing bill would consolidate 30 special 
purpose programs under a $3 billion um- 
brella. 


NEA Pres. Donald E. Morrison told a 


Senate committee last week that al- 
though NEA isn't opposed to simplifying 
administrative procedures, the 1.1 mil- 
lion-member organization has five objec- 
tions to the Nixon special revenue shar- 
ing concept. They are: 


—More funds are needed for education- 


al grants. 


—Coverage shouldn't include aid to pri- 


vate schools. 


—Creation of new state agencies would 


cause confusion. 


—Impact aid for children of federal 


employees isn't adequate. 


—There isn't sufficient surveillance of 


federal programs to insure that funds 
are properly directed. 


MORRISON SAID that the proposed 


Education Revenue Sharing Act of 1971, 
(H.R. 
7796), would "eliminate all dollar 


program authorizations other than those 
for impact aid, and all requirements for 
state-local matching funds. We do not 
feel that this is a realistic approach," 
Morrison said.

Monday they are in favor of granting all 
students "on campus" open campus privi- 
leges, allowing them to use any available 
areas on the school grounds during free 
periods and at lunch time They said 
they also are in favor of expanding pre 
sent late arrival and early dismissal pol- 
icies in the four schools 


MAINE EAST High School in Park 


Ridge adopted an "on campus' open 
campus policy at the beginning of the 
1970-71 school year Maine East also of- 
fers late arrival and early dismissal for 
students taking a limited number of 
classes 


At the request of the board, Maine 


East principal John Clouser presented a 
fact sheet comparing English and math 
grades for Maine East students before 
and after the limited open campus rule 
was adopted at that school 


Clouser declined to diaw any con- 


clusion from the generally higher grades 
in the period after the rule was adopted, 
saying "the figures speak for them- 
selves "

young students. They shouldn't have to 
lose touch with their homelands just be- 
cause they have moved to the United 
States and are becoming Americanized," 
he said. 


As soon as an appropriate teacher is 


found, Cowell said, the program will be- 
gin. The teacher will be assisted by a 
state-appointed regional consultant and 
by a full-time teacher aide. 


IN THE BEGINNING, Cowell said, the 


teacher will have to develop the curricu- 
lum for the program since no bilingual 
materials 
are currently available on 


such subjects as social studies, math, 
science, music, art and physical educa- 
tion. 


The teacher will spend half of each 


school day at North and half at Central, 
using extra 
kindergarten 
rooms 
for 


classrooms. During the half of the day 
the Spanish-speaking students are not 
participating in this bilingual program, 
they will join their regular first, second 
or third grade classes. 


Staff salaries and materials purchased 


for the program will be reimbursed by 
the state, Cowell said. Whether the pro- 
gram will be continued and expanded to 
other Dist. 62 schools on a yearly basis 
will depend on its success and on contin- 
ued state funding, he added. 


Dist. 62 is one of the first districts in 


Illinois to receive funding for such a pro- 
gram, Cowell said. Although Chicago 
schools have had bilingual teaching for 
several years, he said, funds for the rest 
of the state became available only this 
fall. Dist 62 applied for some of these 
funds to meet the needs of the increasing 
number 
of Spanish-speaking 
families 


moving yearly into Des Plaines. 


"We were very fortunate to be accept- 


ed." Cowell said. "We'll be one of the 
founding programs. Most important, the 
primary children, who don't have the 


chance to participate in TESL until they 
are older, will get started now in learning 
English and also keeping up with their 
other subjects. It'll be kind of a TESL- 
plus for them," he said. 


"Their curriculum will match that of 


their fellow English-speaking students, 
but they will be taught it in both their 
native Spanish and conversational Eng- 
lish," Cowell said.

Oakton Community College's board of 


trustees Tuesday approved an agreement 
to combine adult education 
programs 


with Maine Township High School Dist. 


207 and Niles Township High School Dist. 
219. 


The high school boards are expected to 


approve the same agreement at their 
Nov. 15 board meetings. 


Both high school districts have inde- 


pendently offered their own adult educa- 
tion programs for several years. The 
Maine Township program, with more 
than 18,000 students and 400 courses and 
special projects last year, is considered 
the largest outside of Chicago and the 
best in the state. 


According to state law, community col- 


leges must assume the responsibility of 
providing adult education programs 


OAKTON. 
HOWEVER, 
only began 


classes in the fall of 1970 Because nc\\ 
colleges such as Oakton may have prob- 
lems setting up an adult education pro- 
gram during their formative years, espe- 
cially in areas where they would be in 
competition with existing programs, the 
law gives colleges the option to enter into 
a 
joint 
agreement 
with 
local 
high 


schools. 


The joint agreement approved by the 


Oakton board was written by a special 
committee of Oakton, Disl. 207 and Dist. 
219 officials. 


The committee was created more than 


a year ago to develop a program that 
will preserve the best in both high school 
programs, eliminate unnecessary dupli- 
cation of courses and comply with the 
law. 


William Koehnline, Oakton president, 


said Tuesday the board's approval of the 
joint agreement is "a very important 
positive action." He added, "I'm looking 
forward to the other boards approving 
it." 


When they do, adult education courses 


offered in either township will be avail- 
able to residents of both at the same 
cost. Most present courses, including col- 
lege and university credit courses, will 


remain in the curriculum and be ex- 
panded. Courses with low enrollments 
probably will be offered at only one loca- 
tion.

MT. PROSPECT 
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NIPC Budget Is 
Up 52 Per Cent 


The Northwestern Illinois Planning 


Commission (NIPC) budget for 1972 is 52 
per cent higher than last year — but lo- 
cal taxpayers won't be picking up the 
direct tab for the increase. 


At the recent annual NIPC meeting, its 


commissioners 
approved 
a $1,771,000 


budget, which is $610,000 over the 1971 
budget of $1,161,400. 


Federal and state contributions ac- 


counted for the increase. The federal 
contributions climbed from $607,000 to 
$994,000 and state contributions increased 
from $199,500 to $382,000. 


Two years ago, the combined federal- 


state contribution was $557,000. In the 
1972 budget, it is set at $1,376,000. 


MUNICIPAL contributions are 
pro- 


jected to stay at $50,000 for the 1972 year. 
The contribution from Cook County also 
remains at $55,000. 


Matthew Rockwell, NIPC executive di- 


rector, reported the 1972 work program 
will give primary emphasis to address- 
ing the problem of transportation. 


"$400,000 has been allocated to the 


commission's share of the region's high- 
way, mass transit and airport 
trans- 


portation planning activities in coopera- 
tion with the Regional Transportation 
Planning Board." 


Also, $211,000 is budgeted to extend 


NIPC's work in the areas of regional 
wastewater collection and treatment, wa- 


ter supply, storm drainage and solid 
waste. 


Also, $170,000 has been allocated to 


health planning to enable NIPC to carry 
out responsibilities inherited from the 
Hospital Planning Council of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago. 


Another breakdown by NIPC shows a 


sharp increase in "functional planning 
and programming" — the specific study 
programs on highways, water supply and 
so forth. "Comprehensive planning and 
review" — which does not restrict itself 
to one topic — shows a slight decrease in 
funding. 


NIPC is governed by 19 commission- 


ers. Eight are appointed by the governor 
(four of them must be elected officials). 
Five are appointed by the Mayor of Chi- 
cago (three of them must be City Council 
members). 


Each of the six counties represented in 


NIPC must select one of their members 
to serve on the NIPC governing board.

arguments over who has the best high

Nebraska. Oklahoma, Michigan, Ala- 


bama. Auburn, Georgia and Penn State 
all have legitimate cases for themselves 
for the No 1 spot in college football 


On the high school level — the Chi- 


cagoland Area in particular — there are 
three unbeaten teams who have a good 
case for No 1 and a few others which 
have very fine records 


The Herald continues to rate St. Rita 
i" the No 1 prep team in the Chlcago- 
Innd area baaed on the fact that the

ence in the state — the Chicago Catholic 
League — and is undefeated. St. Rita has 
also posted some mighty impressive 
scores against very able competition. 


Evanston won its seventh straight 


game last weekend, 64-0 over Morton 
East, and has a 14-game streak over a 
two-year period Evanston coach Murney 
Lazier continues to roll up the scores on 
hapless team, perhaps seeking the top 
spot in the state The Wildkits, however, 
have not met the caliber of competition 
which St Rita has faced, other than 
Hmsdale Central Evanston remains No 
2 


East Leyden downed Hinsdale South 


31-8 but the Chicagoland Area's third 
rated team was faced with an 8-8 score 
going into the fourth quarter. East Ley- 
den has posted big scores nearly every 
week but the Des Flames Valley Confer- 
ence, in which East Leyden competes, i< 
barely above average m caliber 


The above reasons are why the Herald 


ranks St Rita, Evanston and East Ley- 
den 1-2-3 in that order

'Let The NHL Try And Fight Us9 


NEW YORK UPI —The hockey war is 


on Or is it' 


The World Hockey Association formal- 


ly announced its formation Monday with 
10 teams and Ben Hatskin. the owner of 
the Winnipeg club, summed up the new 
league's optimism with the battle cry, 


"Let the NHL try and fight us." 
An NHL spokesman said, "Hockey is a 


booming, expanding sport and we wel- 
come them into it." 


But it's logical to assume (he two 


leagues are eventually going to get into 
the kind of competition that sparked the 
AFL-NHL and ABA-NBA rivalaries in 
the last decade. 


The league, the brainchild of two Cali- 


formans, President Gary L. Davidson 
and Executive Vice President Dennis A. 
Murphy who helped found the ABA, will 
begin play in the 1972-73 season and 
hopes to add two more clubs before then 


Former California Governor Edmund 


G. "Pat" Brown, the chairman of the 
board of the Los Angeles team, is the 
best known public figure in the new 
league. 


The '10 charter members are New 


York, Chicago, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Miami, Ohio Dayton, St Paul and 
three Canadian teams — Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary and Edmonton. 


It is rumored the Chicago team will 


play in the Herald area. 


League officials refuse to use the word 


"raid" but they said they're willing to 
sign NHL players who contact the new 
league. But the officials said 
they 


wouldn't sign players with multi-year 
contracts. 


"National Hockey League players have 


the lowest salaries in pro sports," 
claimed New York owner Neils Shayne. 
And the presence of a new league is sure 
to change that. 


The WHA officials claimed their pen- 


sion will be the "best in hockey" and 
said they also plan to have a novel con- 
tract with no reserve or option clause 


However, a player will not simply be 


free to move around at will. If a player 


doesn't like his salary offer, he can take 
his case to an arbitration board If he 
still doesn't like what the board decides 
is adequate, he can sign with another 
club The new club, though, must com- 
pensate the team that lost the player and 
the executive committee will decide what 
compensation is adequate. 


The new league has several strikes 


against it but then things looked bleak at 
the start for the AFL and ABA In hock- 
ey, the American colleges aren't produc- 
ing big-name stars the way they do in 
football and basketball And the league 
can't expect to sign a TV contract since 
hockey doesn't draw well on TV and 
even the NHL has had difficulty with its, 
ratings.

food They constantly think of food and 
don't feel satisfied after eating since they 
eat out of a compulsive necessity and 
don t know when they've had enough " 


Emphasizing the enormous symbolic 


v alue food has for obese patients Dr Ru- 
bin said as a rule many obese people 
have a history of being subjected to a 
great deal of conditioning about food, 
usually stemming from chiildhood "Par- 


ents rewarded them with food admo- 
nished them about food and punished 
them with food Also repressed anger 
and even rage are more prevalent than 
any other emotions in obese persons 


"Often their eating binges are the 


equivalent of temper tantrums 
Like 


manv neurotic people they repress ang- 
er because they IB afraid of it They 
have an enormous need to be liked and 
in certain situations they wil! resort to 
eating voluminously rather than exhibit 
a direct 
angrv reaction They often 


crave sweet foods at times when they 
feel theie isn t much sweetness in life " 


DR RUBIN added the fat person is not 


a happy person "Most of them are quite 
miserable Depression prevails among 
many of these people — they are stigma- 
tized business-wise and socially Self-hate 
is a characteristic of obese people and 
sometimes weight gain promotes their 
hate in others " 


Dr Rubin added that the key issue m 


treating an obese patient is to help him 
understand that his is an organic, chron 
ic illness which will not disappear but is 
controllable 
as 
his 
emotional 
state 


changes somewhat and he takes a more 
realistic look at his condition

Their Year In Israel Was 
A Learning Experience

Continuing education is a way of life 


for the Robert L. Steins of Mount Pros- 
pect. This family philosophy took Bob 
and his wife, Carol, and their four chil- 
dren; Larry, 22; David, 19; Daniel, 17; 
and Judy, 15, to Israel this past year. 


Studying for a bachelor of Hebrew Let- 


ters at the College of Jewish Studies in 
Chicago — where he previously earned 
an associate of Judaic studies — Stein 
joined the program that provides a ju- 
nior year of study in Israel. He invited 
his family to accompany him for the 
1970-71 school year. 


A resident engineer in bridge and high- 


way design and construction for Alfred 
Benesch and Co., Bob asked for a year's 
leave of absence. "I believe in enjoying 
the present and working in old age," jok- 
ed the engineer who earned a bachelor of 
science in civil engineering at Purdue 
University and a master of science at 
Harvard. 


IN ADDITION TO study and enjoy- 


ment, going to Israel presented a large 
dose of independence for the Stein fami- 
ly. Danny left home first in June, 1970, to 
travel to Israel with a summer camp 
group. Larry followed in July to par- 
ticipate in intensive Hebrew study. And 
David joined him in August to take col- 
lege placement tests at Hebrew Univer- 
sity in Jerusalem where the brothers and 
their father later studied. (Part of the 
college program is geared to s?nd back 
to U. S. campuses students well informed 
on Israeli affairs, Larry explained.) 


Mom, Dad and Judy arrived in the 


land of Jewish heritage in September 
when the youngest member of the family 
enrolled in The Denmark School — so 
named because of the Danes' heroic as- 
sistance to the Jews during Hitler's per- 
secution. "It's a regular Israeli high 
school," said Judy who received more 
than regular high school credit for her 
freshman year there. 


JUDY remembers spending the first 


six weeks studying Hebrew four hours 
daily, six days a week. Hebrew lessons 
continued two hours daily after she 
joined regular classes . . . to insure that 
immigrant students understood the tech- 
nical language used in the sciences, the 
Prospect High sophomore said. 


"Doing your own thing" includes the 


mother of this family, Carol Stein 
laughed. Mrs. Stein stayed in Israel six 


1 weeks, settling her family into an apart- 


ment "just 10 minutes walk from the 
center of town, 10 minutes by bus to the 
University and a 15-minute walk to Old 
Jerusalem. And just one block from 
Golda Meir's house," she recalled. 


Once her family was secure, Mrs. Stein 


returned home to redecorate their Mount 
Prospect residence and to resume les- 
sons for her music students. Holder of a 
diploma in trumpet from the Jullliard In- 
stitute of Musical Art and a bachelor of 
arts in psychology from Radcliffe Col- 
lege (she met Bob when he was at Har- 
vard) Carol now teaches piano and 
trumpet in her home. She also has in- 
structed kindergarten classes in music at 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA in Des 
Plaines. 


"And I've played in the Northwest 


Symphony Orchestra 14 years and now 
am serving on the board of directors," 
she commented. 


A love of music and musical talent are 


shared by all family members. Bob Stein 
serves as part-time cantor for the Beth 
Tikvah Congregation in Hoffman Es- 
tates. Larry has played cello for 12 


Wisconsin, Daniel is an oboist, and David 
plays clarinet and piano. Judy plays clar- 
inet, plays and teaches guitar and sings 
in the Prospect High Girls Glee Club. 


How did this family with a penchant 


for intellectual achievement manage 
away from home without Mother? "The 
first thing we did was buy two mo- 
torcycles!" chuckled the chief male cook 
. . . and laundry man. Bob discovered the 
family laundry was cleaner when he 
washed it in the bathtub so he stopped 
sending it out, he said. (But everything 
was drip dry, pointed out his wife.) 


HE FOUND HE spent more time mar- 


keting and banking because the Eastern 
culture is less efficient ("The red tape 
and bureaucracy are terrible!") and 
there are no local supermarkets. 


Exploring — which included camping 


in Sinai and Negev deserts and sleeping 
on the Red Sea beaches — living and 
studying in Israel for a year convinced 
Robert Stein that Israel is the only place 
in the world where Jews can live a full 
life ... 
naturally. Israeli Jews are im- 


mersed in a Jewish environment even 
without practicing their religion, he says. 
For example, the culture (books, humor, 
folk dances and language) is entirely 
Jewish. In the United States, Jewish life 
necessarily revolves around the syna- 
gogue, he points out. 


But Bob Stein's main purpose in going 


to Israel was "to get a good grasp on the 
Hebrew language." This he — and his 
children — accomplished, he thinks. Lar- 
ry agrees. 
* 


"The tangible ability to speak Hebrew 


. . . and just being in Israel" are reasons 
Larry, majoring in math and business ad- 
ministration at the University of Chi- 
cago, values his year's study abroad. He 
also enjoyed "getting to know a different 
way of life than my own" and viewing 
world politics close up from a non-Ameri- 
can but not unAmerican point of view, he 
said. (Larry tutors in math, Hebrew, cel- 
lo and piano and also speaks Spanish and 
French.) 


FOR JUDY STEIN, the best part of 


her stay in Israel was the friends she 


made. "I was accepted for the person I 
am," smiled the attractive high schooler. 
Judy's experience away from home ma- 
tured her faster and taught her that all 
people and countries are basically the 
same, she commented. She wants to go 
back. 


Her brother David feels even stronger. 


He stayed in Israel. Now working on a 
kibbutz (a collective agriculture settle- 
ment where children and parents live in 
separate quarters) on the coast of Ashke- 
lon, near the Gaza Strip. Dave decided to 
strike out on his own. A natural linguist, 
he speaks Russian, German and Hebrew 
fluently and has a knowledge of Ara- 
maic, French and Arabic. "Dave is a 
good writer, too. We enjoy his letters," 
reported his mother. 


Carol Stein might write letters on her 


own traveling experiences. She rejoined 
her family in Jerusalem for Passover in 
April and again the end of June when 
she, Bob and Judy toured Spain, Holland, 
Yugoslavia, Switzerland, Norway and 
England before returning home.

Dear Dorothy: A friend claims you are 


so sold on baking soda, you even advo- 
cate it for opening up clogged or stopped- 
up sinks. How does one use- it for this? 
—James W. 


That I'm an ardent believer in the 


merits of baking soda is true, but heav- 
ens above, not for clogged-up sinks. This 
kind of job calls for washing soda. We 
were having trouble with a very long 
kitchen drain pipe so our plumber sug- 
gested half a box of washing soda in two 
gallons of hot water be poured down the 
drain every two weeks. For ordinary use, 
it is recommended that % cup washing 
soda be dissolved in 1 quart warm water 
and poured down the drain. Then hot wa- 
ter is run to flush the solution through 
the pipes. Used once a week, this will 
keep most lines open. 


Dear Dorothy: I'm grateful to you on 


two counts. I was making the broccoli 
casserole you once had in your column 
and it was a bit too salty. Thought ad- 
ding the cheese and butter would take 
care of it. Not so. Standing there, won- 


dering what to do, I noticed the sour 
cream. I added one tablespoon; the cas- 
serole immediately tasted a bit better. 
Added another tablespoon — it was su- 
perb. —Elizabeth F. 


With sour cream, baking soda and acti- 


vated charcoal on the shelves, I'm half- 
convinced you're ready for anything.

The 1972 Cook County Budget unveiled 


formally yesterday at a county board 
meeting, will be pared down $130 million 
a total of $11 million over the 1971 budg-

County Boaid Pies

Monday afternoon, stressed it was a

hired, and in some county departments 
— such as the auditor's and treasurer's 
— jobs will be eliminated

The Doctor Says

Dear Dr. Lamb — Is it not a fact that 


a woman who had gonorrhea or any VD 
very likely will never be able to have a 
child? Wouldn't she miscarry the first 
one and thereafter miscarry without 
being aware of it? I have seen two cases 
that seemed to turn out that way. 


Dear Reader — Untreated gonorrhea 


in the female attacks the tubes This re- 
sults in scar formation blocking the 
tubes. The egg released from the ovary 
normally has to enter the mouth of the 
tube and pass through the tube to the 
uterus to be fertilized. If the fube is 
blocked the egg never gets to the uterus 
to be fertilized. Hence the woman doesn't 
get pregnant at all. This means she can't 
miscarry a pregnancy that doesn't exist 


If gonorrhea is treated soon enough 


there is a good chance the tubes may not 
be affected. A female may not have 
symptoms to warn her and once the ill- 
ness is discovered ti could be too late. 


Syphilis can result in abortions. I 


would think the first one would lead to its 
discovery and treatment If the woman 
was still able to get pregnant she would 
probably not be any more likely to abort 
than other women. 


I doubt that many miscarriages are 


caused by venereal disease 
The big 


problem is sterility. With the high in- 
cidence of gonorrhea in voiine people this 
could have a significant impact on limit- 
ing the population growth if n remains 
unchecked In a sense this acts as a se- 
lection process for the continuMion of the 
species The subsequent generation may 
come from paients who luxe H*»n less 
permissive in their habits

Dear Reader — Too much insulin will

One can go into 
insulin shock from the low blood sugar 
This has been used frequently as a way 
of inducing shock for psychiatric treat-

If ''no ill effects are apparent" it is 


unlikely that the individual could be get- 
ting too much insulin. Without symptoms 
of too much insulin I doubt there can be 
am long term debilitating effects, either

Unit School District Eyed 
New Referendum Needed

The board of education of Elk Grove 


Township Elementary Dist. 5!) plans to 
find out whether anyone else in the area 
is interested in forming a unit school dis- 
trict. 


At its meeting Monday night, the board 


agreed board f'res. Harold Harvey would 
send letters to other school districts in 
Wheeling and Elk Grove townships ask- 


ing if they want to informally discuss the 
idea. 


"If everybody else says they're not in- 


terested the idea will die right here," 
Harvey said. 


The Dist. 59 Board has been toying 


with the idea of a unit district since Supt. 
James Erviti suggested a look at the 
question in his annual report in August.

through twelfth grade, could be formed 
by consolidating High School Dist. 214 
with its feeder elementary districts or by 
breaking up the two township high school 
districts 
and 
forming 
unit 
districts 


around one or more of the elementary 
districts. 


MONDAY ERVITI explained he pre- 


ferred to form a unit district from the 
entire Dist. 214 area. "I am not advocat- 
ing a split from Dist. 214," he said, "but 
I think the issues involved in any re- 
organization should be studied by those 
involved with expert help." 


Under state law a unit district receives 


general state aid after levying its first 
$1.08 cents per $100 of assessed valuation 
in local taxes. In a dual district system 
both the elementary and high school dis- 
tricts must levy 87 cents per $100 before 
they receive state aid, for a total levy of 
$1.74. As a result, two dual districts re- 
ceive less state aid than a unit district 
would in the same area. 


A move has been underway in the Leg- 


islature to achieve equality of support 
between dual and unit school districts. 
This year, because of those efforts, the 
minimum rate for dual districts was re- 
duced from 90 cents to 87 cents. 


Board Pres. Harold Harvey said, "As 


long as the Downstate legislators are in 
the position they are, and as long as Chi- 
cago is a separate situation, we are go- 
ing to have to face this inequality." 


Board members expressed concern 


that "we are the only ones interested in 
this," and that other area districts would 
not like Dist. 59 suggesting a merger. 


Erviti said he has talked with other 


superintendents in the Dist. 214 area and 
"each individual has a different position. 
At least one superintendent is now will- 
ing to look at recombination." 


BOARD MEMBERS agreed the idea 


should be suggested to other boards 
through the letter from Harvey, and em- 
phasized they were not sure whether fi- 
nal action to consolidate would result 
from a study. 


"I certainly don't have my mind made 


up, and ultimately all the boards would 
have to sell this," board member Allen 
Sparks said. 


Under state law, all boards involved in 


a unification move may present a peti- 
tion to the county superintendent of 
schools, who could then call a special 
referendum on the issue. 


In order to pass, a majority of the vot- 


ers in all districts or parts of districts to 
be unified would have to vote in favor of 
the move. 


High School Dist. 214, which this year 


has 17,419 students in seven high schools 
in Wheeling and Elk Grove townships, 
draws students from six elementary dis- 
tricts and part of a seventh. 


In Elk Grove District? 


An old word — referendum — once 


again came up at the meeting of the Elk 
Grove Township Elementary Dist. 59 
Board of Education Monday night, but 
the board backed away from it quickly. 


Instead, board members agreed to 


meet again next Monday to discuss the 
district's curriculum and set priorities on 
the educational program while consid- 
ering they may be as much as $300,000 
short for the 1972-73 school year. 


Supt. James Erviti, in making a budg- 


et presentation to the board, said he 
wanted the board to make some initial 
planning decisions on whether to main- 
tain, cut back or increase the district's 
programs for next year. 


Erviti presented preliminary 
figures 


assuming increasing enrollment in the 
junior high schools, an increase in as- 
sessed value and state aid, and an in- 
flation rate of 6 per cent affecting the 
1972-73 budget. 


THE COMBINED effect of all the as- 


sumptions, which Erviti explained are 
very tentative at this point, means the 
district will be short between $250,000 
and $300,000 in the education fund if pro- 
grams are continued at the same level as 
last year. 


However, Erviti said the district might 


be able to avoid making major cutbacks 
because some assumptions about income, 
including state aid and tax revenue, 
might come out better than expected. 


Board member Allen Sparks said, "It 


Attorney To Handle 


Traffic Court Cases

vacation, has been hired until Dec. 31. 


seems to me what we are saying is if we 
are going to increase services we either 
have to have a tax rate increase or a 
windfall.

The district has lost two attempts to 


increase the education fund tax rate 
since 1969. The last attempt was defeated 
by a two to one margin last June. The 
education fund tax rate has been $1.46 
per $100 assessed value since 1965. 


BOARD MEMBER Paul Neuhauser 


said, "I would like to maintain as close 
as we can to our present program with- 
out a tax increase. I don't think we have 
much chance of passing one." 


Erviti said he wanted board members 


to set priorities on programs so princi- 
pals can begin budget planning in the 
next few weeks. 


•'Last spring," he said, "we had to use 


the attrition method to make cuts be- 
cause we couldn't cut back particular 
programs. By planning now, we can 
make those choices." 


Last spring the district made budget 


cuts without actually laying off teachers 
and by relying on voluntary resignations 
instead. Other districts, including Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25, eliminated whole 
programs and gave untenured teachers 
notice of dismissal 90 days before the 
end of the school year as required by 
law. 


BOARD MEMBER Erwin Polacki sug- 


gested the board could increase some 
parts of the educational program by cut- 
ting the budget in other areas, but said 
he was not sure what programs should 
be cut. 


"I would like to see a list of programs 


and how much they cost. I'm not sure, 
for example, of the value of home eco- 
nomics because that's something girls 
can get from their mothers, and I think 
science may be overemphasized, but I'm 
not sure, and want to look at ways of 
reordering priorities," he said. 


Board Pres. Harold Harvey suggested 


the board consider its priorities for the 
educational programs before deciding on 
the level of the budget. 


"In the past we have been reacting to 


financial crisis, but now, since we have 
more time, I think we can pick the cur- 
riculum we would like to see and then fit 
the money around it, instead of the other 
way around." 


In order to consider curriculum prior- 


ities, a meeting of the board's curricu- 
lum committee was called for 8 p.m. 
next Monday in the administration build- 
ing.
